year,  and  that  the  Legislature  will  attend  to  his  being 
qualified  when  agreeable  to  him. 

Afterwards,  Mr.  Bird,  from  the  committee,  reported  that 
they  had  attended  to  the  duty  assigned  them,  and  that  tli^ 
Governor  elect  and  the  Lieutenant-Governor  elect  had  re- 
spectively signified  their  acceptance  of  the  offices  to  which 
they  had  been  elected,  and  that  they  would  meet  the  Legis- 
lature forthwith  for  the  purpose  of  being  qualified. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Baker  of  Beverly,  the  Clerk  was  charged 
with  a  message  to  the  Senate  proposing  a  joint  convention 
forthwith  for  the  purpose  of  administering  the  oaths  to  the 
Governor  and  Lieutenant-Governor  elect. 

And  a  message  was  afterward  received  from  the  Senate 
announcing  the  concurrence  of  that  branch  in  the  proposition. 

The  Senate  then  came  in,  and  its  President  took  the  chair, 
and  the  two  Houses  being  in  convention,  a  committee  con- 
sisting of  MQssrs.  Brastow  and  Dean  of  the  Senate,  and 
Messrs.  Plumor  of  Boston,  Blinn  of  Lexington,  Harris  of 
Marblehead,  Russell  of  Lawrence,  and  Stranger  of  Kingston, 
was  appointed  to  wait  upon  tiie  Governor  and  Lieutenant- 
Governor  elect  and  inform  them  that  the  two  branches  are 
now  in  convention,  and  are  ready  to  attend  to  the  adminis- 
tration of  the  oaths  of  office. 

And  Mr.  Brastow  afterwards  reported  that  the  committee 
had  performed  this  duty. 

And  the  Governor  and  Lieutenant-Governor  elect  then 
came  in,  accompanied  by  various  civil  and  military  officers 
of  the  Commonwealth. 

The  oaths  and  affirmations  of  office  were  then,  in  presence 
of  the  two  Houses  and  before  the  President  of  the  Senate, 
administered  to  and  subscribed  by  Hon.  William  Claflin  as 
Governor  and  Hon.  Joseph  Tucker  as  Lieutenant-Governor, 
and  proclamation  thereof  was  made  by  the  Secretary  of  the 
Commonwealth. 

His  Excellency  the  Governor  then  delivered  an  address 
to  the  senators  and  representatives. 

After  which  the  Governor  and  Lieutenant-Governor  with- 
drew, and  the  convention  was  dissolved  and  the  Senate 
returned  to  its  chamber.

road  as  the  increasing  business  should  render  necessary,  and 
to  purchase,  as  opportunity  may  offer,  any  of  the  outstanding 
obligations  of  the  corporation." 

And  whereas  the  directors,  without  giving  any  notice  to 
the  legislature  of  that  which  they  have  since  stated  ^^  to  have 
been  their  intention  from  the  first,"  did  on  the  fourth  day 
of  June  ensuing,  three  days  after  the  adjournment  of  the 
general  court,  direct  their  treasurer  to  distribute  to  their 
shareholders  20,000  shares,  worth  in  the  market  two  million 
eight  hundred  thousand  dollars,  without  requiring  any  pay- 
ment therefor,  imposing  thereby  an  amiual  tax  forever  of 
two  hundred  thousand  dollars  on  the  business  of  the  State, 
three  hundred  thousand  dollars  of  which  has  already  been 
paid. 

And  whereas  the  directors,  without  giving  any  notice  to 
the  legislature  of  what  they  have  stated  was  their  *^  intention 
from  the  first,"  did,  on  the  fourth  of  June,  four  days 
after  the  adjournment  of  the  legislature,  pass  the  following 
vote : — 

*'  Voted,  That  the  capital  stock  of  this  corporation  be  in- 
creased by  the  issue  of  twenty  thousand  new  shares,  and 
that  the  treasurer  be  directed  to  distribute,  on  and  after 
July  10th,  to  the  stockholders  of  record  at  the  close  of  busi- 
ness on  Saturday,  the  8th  inst.,  tlie  number  of  full  shares  to 
which  they  may  be  respectively  entitled,  in  the  proportion  of 
thre«  new  to  ten  old  shares.  No  fractional  shares  shall  be 
issued,  but  rights  to  fractions  of  a  share  may  be  assigned, 
and  the  assignee  shall  be  entitled  to  receive  stock  under  the 
provisions  herein  stated :  provided,  however,  that  the  right 
to  convert  any  fractions  into  stock  shall  cease  from  and  after 
the  first  day  of  August  next,  and  thereafter  the  treasurer  is 
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authorized  to  pay  thirty  dollars  for  each  right  on  the  original 
shares  not  converted." 

And  whereas  the  passage  of  said  vote  gave  to  the  said 
directors  and  their  shareholders  property  worth  in  the 
market  two  million  eight  hundred  thousand  dollars,  and 
imposed  a  Hx  of  two  hundred  thousand  dollars  per  annum 
on  the  people  of  the  Commonwealth,  without  requiring  any 
payment  for  said  shares,  provided  for  in  the  act  above  men- 
tioned, three  hundred  thousand  dollars  of  said  tax  having 
been  already  levied  by  and  paid  to  the  corporation ;  there- 
fore, 

Ordered^  That  the  joint  special  committee  on  the  investi- 
gations of  the  charges  of  bribery  against  railroad  corpora- 
tions be  directed  to  consider  what  measures,  if  any,  can  be 
adopted  to  relieve  the  people  of  Massachusetts  from  tlie  pay- 
ment of  this  tax  of  two  hundred  thousand  dollars :  with 
permission  to  send  for  persons  and  papers,  and  to  report  by 
bill  or  otherwise.

the  duties  of  his  said  office,  and  he  shall  receive  no  part  of 
bis  salary  thereafter  accruing.

Report  of  the  committee  on  Harbors,  leave  to  withdraw  Bridge  »▼« 
on  petition  of  John  Taylor  and  others,  that  power  may  bo  luvw. 
granted  for  the  bridging  of  Island  End  River,  accepted  in 
the  Senate,  came  down  and  was  placed  in  the  orders  of  the 
day  for  to-morrow. 

Bill  concerning  the  Roxbury  Latin  School  in  the  city  of  JSnSohooi 
Boston,  cam^  from  the  Senate,  that  branch  having  concurred 
in  the  House  amendment  thereto  marked  A,  and  having 
concurred  in  the  amendment  marked  B,  with  an  amendment 
striking  out  certain  words  therefrom.  The  bill  was  con- 
sidered and  the  House  concurred  iu  the  Senate  amendment. 
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The  order  offered  yesterday  by  Mr.  Ritchie  of  Boston,  was 
taken  up,  but  before  any  question  was  taken, 

The  bill  in  further  addition  to  an  act  to  establish  the 
county  seat  of  the  county  of  Berksliire  at  Pittsfield  and  for 
other  purposes,  specially  assigned  was  called  up.  On  motion 
of  Mr.  Tower  of  Lanesborough,  it  was  laid  upon  the  table, 
and  the  House  resumed  the  consideration  of  the  order 
offered  by  Mr.  Ritchie,  but  before  any  question  was  taken, 
uqnorkw.  The  bill  repealing  chapter  141  of  the  acts  of  1868  and  acts 
in  addition  thereto,  also  specially  assigned,  was  called  up, 
and  after  debate  the  House  proceeded  to  vote.   • 

The  first  question  was  on  a  motion  by  Mr.  Fiske  of  Gam- 
bridge,  to  recommit  the  bill  with  instructions  to  report  a  bill 
with  suitable  penalties,  declaring  the  manufacture  and  sale 
of  all  intoxicating  liquors,  including  ale,  porter,  strong  beer, 
lager  beer,  cider  and  all  wines  to  be  a  nuisance,  and  abso- 
lutely prohibiting  the  same :  provided^  that  importers  may 
keep  and  sell  in  original  packages,  such  liquors,  the  produc- 
tion of  foreign  countries,  as  they  may  import  under  the  laws 
of  the  United  States ;  and  provided,  also,  that  any  city  or 
town  may,  by  vote  in  public  meeting  held  for  that  purpose, 
authorize  as  many  as  they  may  determine,  to  manufacture 
and  sell  to  the  cifizens  of  such  city  or  town,  and  no  others, 
intoxicating  liquors,  under  such  rules  and  regulations,  penal- 
ties and  restrictions  as  such  city  or  town  may  prescribe. 

This  motion  was  rejected  by  a  vote  of  71  to  107. 

Mr.  Nash  of  Boston  moved  that  the  bill  be  recommitted 
to  the  comifiittee,  but  the  motion  was  rejected. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Towle  of  Haverhill,  the  proviso  at  the 
end  of  section-one,  was  amended  so  as  to  read,  **'  and  pro- 
vided further,  that  no  apothecary  or  druggist  shall  be  Hable 
to  the  penalties  of  this  act  for  selling  intoxicating  liquors  ia 
any  case  in  which  it  shall  be  proved  that  such  sale  was  made 
upon  the  bona  fido  prescription  of  a  regularly  educated  phy- 
sician engaged  in  the  legitimate  practice  of  his  profession 
and  was  for  strictly  medicinal  purposes  and  no  other.'^ 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Baker  of  Beverly,  the  proviso,  as  amended 
was  then  struck  out  of  the  bill  by  a  vote  of  108  to  70. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Hale  of  Salem,  the  third  section  was 
amended  by  adding  the  words,  ^^  forty  thousand  dollars,  and 
all  profits  accruing  from  the  sale  of  the  liquors  of  the  said 
commissioner  shall  be  paid  into  the  treasury  of  tlie  Common- 
wealth semi-annually,  on  the  first  days  of  January  and  Jaly.'' 

Mr.  Hodges  of  Haverhill  moved  to  strike  out  section  two, 
viz. :  '^  The  acts  hereby  revived  shall  not  9pply  to  tlie  sale 
or  keeping  of  cider  when  not  sold  or  kept  with  intent  to  sell 
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at  a  public  bar  or  to  be  drunk  upon  the  premises,  nor  shall 
said  acts  apply  to  the  manufacture  of  cider,"  and  substitute 
therefor  the  following :  *^  Any  person  may  manufacture,  keep 
with  intent  to  sell  or  sell  cider  made  wholly  from  apples  for 
other  purposes  than  to  be  drunk  on  the  premises  ^  at  a 
public  bar,  without  being  liable  to  the  penalties  provioed  for 
in  the  acts  hereby  revived.''  The  amendment  was  rejected 
by  a  vote  of  48  to  98. 

Mr.  Willson  of  Gharlestown  moved  to  amend  by  adding 
the  following  sections : — 

Sect.  .  The  acts  hereby  revived  shall  not  apply  to  the 
sale  of  spirituous  and  intoxicating  liquors  by  dispensing 
druggists,  apothecaries  and  wholesale  druggists,  who  may 
sell  such  liquors  according  to  the  restrictions  provided  in 
the  following  sections. 

Sect.  .  Dispensing  druggists,  apothecaries  and  whole- 
sale druggists  may  sell  all  kinds  of  spirituous  and  intoxicat- 
ing Uquors  as  required  in  the  proper  discharge  of  their  busi- 
ness, for  medicinal  purposes  only ;  but  in  no  case  shall  they 
be  allowed  to  sell  to  be  drunk  upon  the  premises :  prox^ided^  . 
that  they  shall  keep  a  book  in  which  they  shall  enter  the 
date,  quality  and  quantity  of  every  sale,  the  name  and 
residence  of  the  purchaser,  and  if  exported,  the  place  to 
which  exported,  and  the  name  of  the  consignee ;  which  book 
shall  be  open  to  the  inspection  of  the  constable  of  the  Com- 
monwealth or  his  deputies,  the  mayor  and  aldermen  of  cities 
and  the  selectmen  of  towns,  or  any  person  specially  author- 
ized by  them ;  and  it  is  further  provided^  that  nothing  in 
this  act  shall  apply  to  the  spirituous  and  intoxicating  liquors 
used  in  the  preparation  of  physicians'  pre|criptions  and 
pharmaceutical  compounds. 

If  a  dispensing  druggist,  apothecary  or  wholesale  druggist, 
or  the  clerk  or  agent  of  a  dispensing  druggist,  apothecary  or 
wholesale  druggist  is  convicted  of  an  illegal  sale,  he  shall 
pay  a  fine  not  to  exceed  one  thousand  dollars. 

Sect.  .  For  the  purpose  of  enforcing  the  provisions  of 
this  act,  no  persons  shall  be  deemed  to  be  dispensing  drug- 
gists or  apothecaries  except  those  whose  business  requires 
Uiem  to  prepare  and  compound  medicines  upon  physicians' 
prescriptions. 

Sect.  .  Whoever,  purchasing  or  obtaining  spirituous 
and  intoxicating  liquors  of  any  dispensing  druggist,  apothe- 
cary or  wholesde  druggist,  or  of  the  clerk  or  agent  of  any 
dispensing  druggist,  apothecary  or  wholesale  druggist,  inten- 
tionally makes  a  false  statement  regarding  the  use  to  which

such  liquor  is  intended  to  be  applied,  shall  pay  a  fine  of  not 
less  than  five  nor  more  than  twenty  dollars. 

The  motion  was  rejected  by  a  vote  of  29  to  117. 

Mr.  Kimball  of  Boston  moved  to  amend  the  bill  by  adding 
the  Mlowing  section : — 

Sect.  .  The  acts  hereby  revived  shall  not  apply  to  tlic 
sale  or  keeping  of  lager  beer,  when  not  sold,  or  kept  with 
intent  to  sell  at  a  public  bar,  or  to  be  drank  on  the  premises; 
nor  shall  said  acts  apply  to  the  manufacture  of  lager  beer. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Roberts  of  Boston,  the  yeas  and  nays 
were  ordered. 

And  the  roll  being  called,  the  amendment  was  rejected bj 
a  Tote  of  102  yeas  to  105  nays.

Mr.  Joyner  of  Great  Barrington  moved  to  amend  the  bill 
by  adding  the  following  section : — 

Seot.  .  Section  tweuty>seTen  of  chapter  eighty-six  of 
the  General  Statutes,  hereby  revived,  is  hereby  amended  by 
adding  the  following :  And  the  inhabitants  of  any  city  or 
town  may,  on  the  third  Monday  of  May  next  and  thereafter, 
at  their  regular  annual  meeting  for  the  choice  of  city  or 
town  officers,  vote  that  license  shall  be  granted  in  such  ci^  or 
town  which  will  authorize  the  sale  by  licensed  innholders  to 
their  actual  and  bona  fide  guests  to  be  drunk  on  the  premises, 
of  either  distilled  or  fermented  liquors,  or  both,  provided 
they  shall  not  keep  or  maintain  a  public  bar.  In  which  case 
the  county  commissioners  shall  grant  such  license  upon  the 
terms  and  conditions  provided  for  granting  licenses  to  such 
persons  in  the  one  hundred  and  forty-first  chapter  of  the  acts 
of  the  year  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  sixty-eight,  ex- 
cept that  the  fee  for  such  license  in  towns  of  over  five  thou- 
sand and  less  than  ten  thousand  inhabitants,  shall  be  fi^e 
hundred  dollars,  and  in  all  cities  and  towns  of  over  ten  thou- 
sand inhabitants  the  fee  for  such  license  shall  be  one  tbou-^ 
sand  dollars.  Tho  provisions  of  the  one  hundred  and  forty- 
first  chapter  of  the  acts  of  the  year  one  thousand  eight  bun- 
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dred  and  sixty-eight  are  hereby  revived  and  continued  in 
force  so  far  as  the  same  may  be  applicable  to  sach  licensees. 

The  amendment  was  rejected. 

Mr.  Garter  of  Boston  moved  to  amend  by  adding  the 
following  section : — 

Sect.  .  No  druggist  or  apothecary  shall  be  liable  to  the 
penalties  of  the  act  hereby  revived,  for  selling  intoxicating 
liquors  for  strictly  medicinal  purposes  and  the  arts  only : 
providea,  said  druggist  and  apothecary  shall  be  duly  author- 
ized so  to  sell  by  the  mayor  and  aldermen  of  cities,  select- 
men of  towns,  and  the  state  liquor  commissioner;  and 
further  provided^  they  keep  a  true  record  of  such  sales  as 
provided  in  section  six,  chapter  one  hundred  and  sixty-seven 
General  Statutes,  regulating  the  sale  of  poisons. 

The  amendment  was  rejected — 23  to  95. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Eelley  of  Harwich,  section  four  was 
amended  in  the  third  line  by  striking  out  three  thousand 
fi?e  hundred,  and*  inserting  four  thousand,  (relative  to  the 
population  of  towns  which  may  appoint  liquor  agents.) 

Mr.  Nichols  of  Boston  moved  to  amend  the  bill  in  the  first 
section  by  striking  out  sections  85  and  86,  (restoring  the  86th 
diapter  of  the  General  Statutes  with  the  exception  of  those 
sections,)  but  the  amendment  was  rejected. 

An  amendment  moved  by  Mr.  Davis  of  Charlestown,  to 
add  the  following  section :  ^^  Any  clergyman  who  shall  dis^ 
pense  wines  at  communion  shall  be  deemed  guilty  of  keeping 
an  open  bar  and  on  conviction  shall  be  punished  according 
to  the  provisions  of  this  act,"  was  withdrawn  by  the  mover. 

Mr.  Carney  of  Boston  moved  to  amend  by  adding  a  new 
section  as  follows :  '^  No  state,  county,  city  or  town  tax  shall 
be  assessed  or  levied  upon  any  capital  invested  in  intoxicating 
liquors  within  this  Commonwealth,  except  such  liquors  as 
are  exempted  and  permitted  to  be  sold  by  the  provisions  of 
this  act ; "  but  the  amendment  was  rejected. 

Mr.  Merrill  of  Boston  moved  to  amend  by  adding  the  fol- 
lowing section : — 

The  acts  hereby  revived  shall  not  apply  to  the  sale  of  lager 
beer  by  licensed  common  victuallers  to  persons  resorting  to 
their  establishments  for  food,  provided  they  shall  not  keep 
or  maintain  a  public  bar. 

The  amendment  was  rejected  by  a  vote  of  77  to  94. 

Mr.  Crosby  of  Williamsburg  moved  that  the  bill  be  com- 
outted  to  the  committee  on  the  part  of  the  House  on  the 
License  law,  and  Mr.  Humphrey  of  Weymouth  moved  to 
add  instructions  to  report  a  bill  embracing  the  acts  repealed 
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by  chapter  141  of  the  acts  of  1868  moudified  hj  incorporatiDg 
into  them  the  ainendments  adopted  by  the  House. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Johnson  of  Boston,  the  previous  ques- 
tion was  ordered,  (cutting  off  the  motion  to  commit.) 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Roberts  of  Boston,  the  yeas  and  nays 
were  ordered  on  the  question  of  passing  the  bill  to  be  en- 
grossed, and  the  roll  being  called  there  were  110  yeas  and 
62  nays,  and  the  bill  was  passed  to  be  engrossed  and  sent  up 
for  concurrence.

Mr.  Kent  of  Mil  ford  moved  to  amend  the  bill  by  adding

Sect.  — •  This  act  shall  not  take  full .  effect  unless  ac- 
cepted by  a  majority  of  the  legal  voters  of  the  Common- 
wealth present  and  voting  thereon  by  ballot,  at  meetings 
which  shall  be  held  in  the  several  cities  and  towns  upon 
notice  duly  given  at  least  seven  days  before  the  time  of  said 
meeting.  Meetings  for  this  purpose  shall  be  held  in  the 
various  cities  and  towns  on  the  first  Monday  of  August  next. 
The  polls  shall  be  opened  at  nine  o'clock  in  the  forenoon  of 
said  day  and  shall  be  closed  at  six  o'clock  in  the  afternoon. 
The  same  officers  respectively  shall  preside  at  said  meetings 
as  now  by  law  preside  at  the  meeting  for  the  election  of 
governor. 

Sect.  — .  Said  ballots  shall  be  "  yes  "  or  "  no  "  in  answer 
to  the  question.  Shall  an  act  passed  by  the  legislature  in  the 
year  eighteen  hundred  and  sixty-nine  entitled  ^^  an  act  con- 
cerning the  manufacture  and  sale  of  intoxicating  liquors  " 
be  accepted?  Such  meetings  shall  be  called,  notified  and 
warned  in  the  same  manner  in  which  meetings  for  the 
election  of  the  governor  in  said  cities  and  towns  respectively 
are  called,  notified  and  warned.  The  ballots  given  in  shall 
be  assorted,  counted  and  declared  in  the  same  manner  as 
now  required  in  the  election  of  governor.  \ 
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Sect.  — .  City  and  town  clerks  shall,  within  ten  days 
from  said  first  Monday  in  August,  return  the  number  of  bal- 
lots in  favor  of  the  acceptance  of  this  act,  and  the  number 
of  ballots  against  said  acceptance,  in  their  respective  cities 
and  towns,  certified  by  the  mayor  and  aldermen  of  said  cities 
and  the  selectmen  of  said  towns  respectively,  and  sealed  up, 
to  the  secretary  of  the  Commonwealth.  And  if  it  shall  ap- 
pear that  a  majority  of  the  votes  in  the  Commonwealth  is  in 
favor  of  the  acceptance  of  this  act  the  secretary  shall  im- 
mediately issue  and  publish  his  certificate  declaring  this  act 
to  have  been  duly  accepted. 

Sect.  — .  So  much  of  this  act  as  authorizes  and  directs 
the  submission  of  the  question  of  acceptance  of  this  act  to 
the  legal  voters  of  the  Commonwealth,  provided  for  in  the 
section,  shall  take  effect  upon  its  passage. 

Sect.  — .  If  this  act  shall  be  accepted  as  herein  provided 
it  shall  take  full  effect  on  the  day  of  in  the  year 

eighteen  hundred  and  sixty-nine.

The  motion  to  reconsider  the  vote  by  which  the  bill  rel- 
ative to  the  reporting  of  questions  of  law  by  the  superior 
court  was  rejected,  was  agreed  to,  and  the  bill  was  amended 
and  ordered  to  a  third  reading. 

Report  of  the  joint  committee  appointed  to  investigate 
charges  of  corruption,  was  accepted  in  concurrence. 

Bill  to  empower  probate  courts  to  authorize  executors, 
trustees  or  guardians  to  mortgage  real  estate  in  certain  cases 
was  read,  and  after  debate  the  previous  question  was  ordered 
on  motion  of  Mr.  Ritchie  of  Boston,  and  the  bill  was  rejected 
by  a  vote  of  49  to  60. 

Bill  for  supplying  the  city  of  Lynn  with  pure  water,  was 
postponed  until  Friday  on  motion  of  Mr.  Bil:d  of  Walpole. 

Bill  authorizing  the  extension  of  the  Boston  and  Albany 
Railroad  was  further  considered,  and  on  motion  of  Mr. 
Ritchie  of  Boston,  it  was  ordered  that  the  bill  be  considered 
by  sections. 

Section  1st  was  amended,  on  motion  of  Mr.  Bird  of  Wal- 
pole, by  inserting  afte#*' railroad  "  in  the  third  line  (House 
Document,  No.  605,)  the  words  "  over  either  of  the  follow- 
ing described  routes,  to  wit;"  and  by  inserting  after  "  there- 
with "  in  line  18  the  words  "  or  commencing  near  the  junc- 
tion of  said  railroad  with  the  Brookline  Branch,  so  called  ; 
thence  in  an  easterly  direction  by  the  line  between  Boston 
and  what  was  formerly  Roxbury,  crossing  the  Boston  and 
Providence  Railroad  underneath  the  same,  and  crossing 
South  Bay  and  the  Boston,  Hartford  and  Erie  Railroad  on  a 
level  therewith,"  (being  the  route  stated  in  an  amendment 
offered  by  Mr.  Johnson  of  Boston,  who  had  proposed  to  sub- 
stitute it  for  the  route  proposed  by  the  bill.) 

Mr.  Johnson  then  moved  to  strike  out  the  route  proposed 
in  the  bill,  viz.,  nearly  all  between  *'  over  either  of  the  fol- 
lowing," &c.,  as  far  as  ^^  therewith  "  in  line  18,  thus  leaving 
the  route  as  proposed  in  his  amendment  incorporated  into 
Mr.  Bird's  ;  but  this  proposition  was  rejected. 
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Mr.  Collins  of  Boston  moved  to  amend  the  first  section  bj 
inserting  after  ^^  authorized  "  in  the  second  line  the  words 
^^  with  the  consent  of  the  mayor  and  aldermen  of  the  city  of 
Boston,"  but  the  motion  was  rejected. 

Sections  1  and  2,  as  amended,  and  sections  3  and  4,  were 
then  allowed  to  stand. 

Mr.  Collins  moved  to  amend  section  5  by  striking  out  all 
after  ^*  Rhode  Island  "  in  line  7  down  to  "  said  company  "  in 
line  19,  and  also  from  ''  The  "  in  line  22  to  "  said ''  in  line 
84,  but  the  motion  was  rejjected. 

The  fifth  section  was  allowed  to  stand,  and  the  bill  was 
then  postponed  until  to-morrow  at  2^  o'clock  P.  M.

Bill  to  enfranchise  the  Indians  of  the  Commonwealth, 
came  from  the  Senate,  that  branch  having  insisted  on  ite 
amendments,  and  having  appointed  Messrs.  Holden,  Gris- 
wold  and  Kingman  a  committee  of  conference  on  the  sub- 
ject-matter of  difference  between  the  two  branches.  The 
House  voted  to  concur  in  the  appointment  of  a  committee, 
and  Messrs.  Smith  of  Boston,  French  of  New  Bedford,  and 
Bird  of  Walpole  were  joined. 

Bill  to  incorporate  the  Lynn  Railroad  Company,  came 
from  the  Senate,  that  branch  havingiinsisted  on  its  amend- 
ment, and  having  appointed  Messrs.  Pollard,  Hobart  and 
Holden  a  committee  of  conference.  The  House  voted  to  con- 
cur in  the  appointment  of  a  committee,  and  Messrs.  Wood- 
well  and  Choate  of  Newburyport,  and  Towle  of  Haverhill 
were  joined. 

Bill  in  addition  to  an  act  authorizing  the  city  of  Boston 
to  lay  water-pipes  in  and  through  tide-waters,  introduced  on 
leave  in  the  Senate  and  passed  to  be  engrossed,  came  down 
and  was  read  and  referred  to  the  committee  on  the  Judiciary. 

Notice  was  received  of  the  rejection  of  the  House  bill 
amending  section  26  of  chapter  107  of  the  (General  Statutes 
relating  to  divorces. 

Mr.  Nelson  of  Worcester,  from  the  committee  on  the  Ju- 
diciary, reported  that  the  Senate  bill  to  authorize  Wm.  L. 
Bradley  to  extend  his  wharf  in  Weymouth  ought  to  pass. 
Ordered  to  a  second  reading. 
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Mr.  Collins  of  Boston  moved  a  reconsideration  of  the  vote  jj^^^ 
hj  which  the  bill  to  empower  probate  courts  to  authorize  hj  tnuteef , 
ezecators,  trustees  or  ^ardians  to  mortgage  real  estate  in  **"* 
certain  cases  was  rejected,  and  on  his  motion  the  subject  was 
laid  upon  the  table. 

Mr.  French  of  New  Bedford  asked  leave  to  introduce  the 
following  bill : — 

An  Act  to  secure  the  Elective  Franchise  to  Women  in  this 

Commonwealth. 
Be  it  enactedj  Src.y  as  follows : 

Seotion  1.  Hereafter  the  women  of  this  Commonwealth 
shall  have  the  right  to  vote  at  all  elections  for  officers  not 
enumerated  in  the  third  article  of  the  amendments  to  the 
constitution  of  Massachusetts,  upon  the  same  terms,  con- 
ditions and  qualifications,  and  subject  to  the  same  restric- 
tions and  disabilities,  as  mde  citizens  of  this  Commonwealth. 

Section  2.  All  acts  and  parts  of  acts  inconsistent  with 
this  act  are  hereby  repealed. 

.    On  motion  of  Mr.  Hapgood  of  Boston  the  yeas  and  nays 
were  ordered,  and  the  roll  being  called  there  were  84  yeas 
and  111  nays,  and  leave  to  introduce  the  bill  was  refused.

The  bill  was 
ordered  to  a  third  reading  by  a  vote  of  124  to  17,  and,  under 
a  suspension  of  rules,  read  again  and  passed  to  be  engrossed 
and  sent  up  for  concurrence. 

Bill  to  incorporate  the  Great  Northern  Railroad  Company, 
was  read,  and  pending  a  motion  of  Mr.  Sargent  of  Lowell 
to  refer  it  to  the  next  general  court,  was  postponed  and 
specially  assigned  for  10^  o'clock  to-morrow  on  motion  of 
Mr.  Ritchie  of  Boston. 

Bill  in  addition  to  an  act  authorizing  the  city  of  Boston 
to  lay  water-pipes  in  and  through  tide-water,  was  postponed 
until  to-morrow  on  motion  of  Mr.  Francis  of  Lowell. 
MoM7  bills.  Senate  resolve  in  favor  of  Gershom  B.  Weston  was  read, 
and  objection  was  made  to  its  further  consideration  by  Mr. 
Plunkett  of  Pittsfield,  on  the  ground  of  its  being  a  money 
bill  within  the  meaning  of  the  constitution,  and  as  such  that 
it  could  not  properly  originate  in  the  Senate.  The  Speaker 
decided  that  the  objection  was  valid,  and  delivered  an 
opinion  as  follows : 

This  resolve,  being  a  resolve  in  favor  of  Gershom  B.  Wes- 
ton, originated  in  the  Senate,  and  the  gentleman  from  Pitts- 
field  raises  a  question  of  order,  that  this  being  a  resolve  ap- 
propriating money,  it  is  a  "  money  bill,"  and  so  under  the 
constitution  cannot  originate  in  the  Senate.  The  Chair 
thinks  the  point  of  order  is  well  taken.  At  the  last  session 
of  the  legislature  this  question  was  raised,  and  the  Speaker 
took  occasion  to  make  as  careful  and  exhaustive  examina- 
tion as  was  in  his  power  of  the  question  what,  at  the  time 
of  the  adoption  of  our  constitution,  were  understood  to  be 
money  bills,  and  the  Chair  had  no  doubt  that  bills  or  resolves 
granting"  money,  as  well  as  bills  raising  money,  were  in- 
cluded in  the  phrase  money  bills.  This  opinion  was  printed 
by  order  of  the  House,  and  will  be  found  in  House  Docu- 
ment, No.  250.  On  appeal  taken  from  the  decision  of  the 
Chair,  for  the  purpose  of  having  a  full  discussion  of  the 
subject,  the  decision  was  sustained  by  an  almost  unanimous 
vote.  Several  members  of  the  House,  of  great  legal  ability, 
carefully  examined  the  question  and  agreed  with  the  de- 
cision. 
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Further  reflection  has  given  the  Chair  no  reason  to  change 
the  opinion  then  formed  and  expressed.  No  attempt  has 
been  made,  so  far  as  is  known,  to  deny  the  correctness  of 
the  conclusions  arrived  at  in  this  opinion  as  to  the  meaning 
of  the  term  "  money  bills  "  at  the  time  our  constitution  was 
framed. 

The  question  has,  however,  been  raised  in  the  Senate  dur- 
ing the  present  session,  and  Mr.  President  Pitman  has  de- 
livered an  opinion  on  the  question,  which  has  been  printed, 
but  which  the  Chair  has  not  examined  with  the  care  which 
would  have  been  given  it  if  it  had  been  supposed  this  ques- 
tion was  to  be  raised.  As  the  Chair  understands  Mr.  Presi- 
dent Pitman's  opinion,  it  is  based,  not  upon  a  denial  of 
the  correctness  of  the  conclusions  expressed  in  the  opinion 
of  last  year,  but  upon  the  fact  that  in  the  year  1783  tlie 
House  of  Representatives  yielded  to  the  asserted  right  of 
the  Senate  to  originate  a  resolve  granting  money  to  Mr. 
Samuel  Hinckley,  followed,  as  he  asserts,  by  entire  silence  of 
both  branches  upon  the  subject  for  very  many  years.  The 
case  of  Hinckley  was  carefully  examined  by  the  Chair  at  the 
last  session.  lu  that  case  the  right  of  the  Senate  to  origi- 
nate a  resolve  granting  a  trifling  sum  for  services  performed 
in  bringing  letters  from  the  western  part  of  the  State,  was  in 
dispute  between  the  two  branches  during  many  months,  and 
over  two  or  three  adjourned  sessions.  The  Senate,  which 
then  stood  as  the  representative  of  the  money  of  the  State, 
and  into  which  body  the  men  of  highest  standing  desired  to 
go,  and  did  go  at  that  time,  evidently  by  their  mere  perti- 
nacity wearied  out  the  House,  and  the  House,  after  a  long 
struggle,  yielded  to  their  demand.  It  was  simply  a  strug- 
gle as  to  who  could  longest  hold  out,  and  the  House  yielded, 
as  the  body  largest  in  numbers  usually  will  upon  a  question 
almost  entirely  technical.  But  there  was  nothing  urged  on 
the  one  side  or  the  other,  so  far  as  we  can  now  learn,  which 
proved  that  the  Senate  was  then  right  in  its  construction  of 
its  powers. 

It  is  said  that  since  that  time  the  Senate  has  exercised  the 
power  unchallenged  till  within  a  recent  period.  It  seems 
to  the  Chair,  however,  that  the  assertion  of  a  right  of  the 
Senate,  and  the  assent  of  the  House,  in  one  legislature,  can- 
not take  away  or  confer  a  constitutional  privilege.  No  lapse 
of  time,  no  length  of  assent,  can  diminish  or  enlarge  the  con- 
stitutional functions  of  either  branch  of  the  government. 
There  is  no  doubt  that  bills  and  resolves  granting  money 
have  without  objection  originated  in  the  Senate.  It  is 
equally  true  that  bills  raisings  money^  and  providing  for  the 
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Oerfihom  B. 
Weston.

levying  of  tazes^  have  without  objection  been  originated  in 
the  Senate.  If  it  be  conceded  that  the  usage  in  the  one  case 
is  to  bind  and  change  the  meaning  of  the  constitution,  it 
must  have  like  force  in  tlie  other  case,  and  thus  this  entire 
clause  of  the  constitution  would  be  obliterated. 

The  truth  seems  to  be  that  each  new  legislature  takes  the 
constitution  as  its  guide,  untrammelled  by  the  action  of  its 
predecessors.  Each  new  legislature  in  each  branch  must  be 
its  own  judge  of  its  own  prerogatiyes  under  the  constitution. 
Suppose  that  the  legislature  of  1783  had  passed  a  joint  re- 
solve that  the  phrase  monej  bills  should  have  a  certain  sig- 
nification, and  the  resolve  had  been  approved  bj  the 
Oovernor,  what  binding  force  would  such  an  enactment  have 
had,  even  if  it  had  remained  unrepealed  to  the  present 
day  ?  Not  the  least.  The  constitution  can  be  changed  in 
no  other  ways  than  those  provided  for  within  itself.  The 
legislature  of  1783  could  no  more  control  the  preroga^ 
tive  of  the  legislature  of  1869  than  could  that  of  1868. 
The  fact  that  the  House  in  1783  yielded  to  an  improper  de- 
mand of  the  Senate  is  of  no  more  weight  than  if  it  had  been 
the  House  of  1855  or  any  other  year. 

The  Chair  has  no  doubt  whatever  upon  this  question. 
Should  the  House  sustain  the  decision  of  the  Chair,  it  is 
proper  to  suggest  that  inasmuch  as  this  resolve  is  in  favor  of 
a  member  of  the  Senate  a  resolve  identical  in  terms  should 
be  introduced  in  the  House,  so  that  the  object  of  the  Senate 
may  be  accomplished. 

Mr.  Hale  of  Salem  appealed  from  the  decision,  and  the 
question  being  put,  the  decision  of  the  Chair  was  sustained 
as  the  judgment  of  the  House.  And  the  resolve  was  laid 
aside. 

Mr.  Baker  of  Beverly,  on  leave,  introduced  a  resolve  in 
favor  of  Gershom  B.  Weston  ;  which  was  read  three  times, 
under  a  suspension  of  rules,  and  passed  to  be  engrossed  and 
sent  up  for  concurrence.

Papers  from  the  Senate. 

Report  of  the  committee  on  Public  Charitable  Institutions, 
reference  to  the  next  general  court,  on  the  petition  of  the 
Washingtonian  Home  for  an  appropriation,  accepted  in  the 
Senate,  came  down  and  was  considered  and  accepted  in  con- 
currence. 

Bill  authorizing  the  extension  of  the  Boston  and  Albany 
Railroad  to  deep  water  at  South  Boston,  came  from  the 
Senate,  having  been  passed  to  be  engrossed  in  concurrence 
in  that  branch  with  amendments.  The  bill  was  considered 
and  the  amendments  were  concurred  in. 

Bill  in  addition  to  an  act  to  establish  the  Board  of  State 
Charities,  passed  to  be  engrossed  in  the  Senate,  came  down 
and  was  read,  and  objection  being  made  thereto  by  Mr. 
Roberts  of  Boston,  on  the  ground  of  its  being  a  money  bill, 
the  bill  was  laid  aside. 

Mr.  Bird  of  Walpole  asked  leave  to  introduce  a  bill  with 
the  same  title,  but  leave  was  refused  by  a  vote  of  36  to  98. 

Resolve  to  establish  a  bureau  of  statistics  on  the  subject 
of  labor,  came  from  the  Senate,  that  branch  having  con- 
curred with  the  amendment  adopted  by  the  House,  with  an 
amendment  thereto.  The  resolve  was  considered  and  the 
amendment  concurred  in. 
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Beport  of  the  committee  of  conference  on  the  bill  to  cede  l^^^^^^^ 
jurisdiction  to  the  United  States  over  the  sites  of  Fort  sundish. 
Andrew  and  Fort  Standish,  the  committee  recommending 
that  the  House  concur  with  the  Senate  in  its  amendments, 
came  down  and  was  considered  and  accepted  in  concurrence. 

Bill  concerning  the  Protestant  Episcopal  societies  of  Mai-  Ijjjjjjjj* 
den,  introduced  on  leave  in  the  Senate  and  passed  to  he  jodedasof 
engrossed,  came  down  and  was  read  and  rejected. 

Bill  in  relation  to  city,  town  and  private  telegraphs,  passed  S^^J^ 
to  be  engrossed  in  concurrence  with  amendments  by  the  gnpiu. 
Senate,  came  down  and  was  considered  and  the  amendments 
were  concurred  in. 


Mr.  Nelson  of  Worcester  moved  that  a  message  be  sent  to  (5^,„nt-B^ 
the  Governor  asking  for  the  return  of  the  bill  establishing  sMnr.  rqi- 
another  district  in  Essex  County  for  the  registration  of  deeds,  s^er^ 
The  Speaker  said : 

The  Chair  is  of  opinion  that  the  motion  cannot  be  enter- 
tained. The  motion  is,  that  a  message  be  sent  from  this 
House  to  His  Excellency  the  Governor,  requesting  him  to 
return  to  the  House  a  bill  which  is  supposed  to  be  before 
him  for  approval.  The  Chair  recollects  several  instances  in 
which  such  messages  have  been  sent  by  the  House  to  the 
Executive,  and  in  which  bills  have  been  returned  by  the 
Governor  to  the  House  in  pursuance  of  such  request.  But 
the  Chair  has  no  doubt  the  practice  is  erroneous,  and  trusts 
he  may  be  able  so  to  set  forth  the  noatter  that  the  House  will 
see  clearly  that  the  course  is  objectionable. 

The  bill  in  question,  like  all  other  bills,  has  been  enacted 
by  both  branches,  and,  although  the  House  has  no  proper 
parliamentary'  knowledge  of  the  fact,  the  records  of  the 
Senate  not  being  before  it,  has  doubtless  been  placed  before 
the  Governor  that  be  may  exercise  his  constitutional  right 
and  duty  of  revision,  preparatory  to  his  approval,  or  return 
to  the  legislature  with  his  objections.  The  joint  rules  pro- 
vide for  the  manner  in  which  engrossed  bills  shall  be  dis- 
posed of.  After  engrossment  they  are  to  be  delivered  to  the 
House  committee  on  Engrossed  Bills,  and  after  enactment 
by  the  House  they  are  to  be  delivered  to  the  Senate  commit- 
tee on  Engrossed  Bills.  (Joint  Rule,  No.  6.)  After  enact- 
ment by  the  Senate,  the  8th  joint  rule  requires  that  the 
Clerk  of  the  Senate  shall  lay  them  before  the  Governor  for 
his  approbation,  and  shall  make  entry  of  the  date  upon  the 
journal  of  the  Senate.  It  will  be  seen  that  this  House  has 
no  parliamentary  knowledge  of  the  fact  of  the  bill  being  in 
the  hands  of  the  Governor. 
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After  the  House  has  enacted  a  bill  and  transmitted  it  to 
the  Senate  it  has  discharged  erery  parliamentary  function  it 
can  perform,  unless  it  is  returned  to  the  House  by  the  Senate 
upon  a  request  of  the  House,  or  for  concurrence  in  amend- 
ments. Of  course  the  case  of  the  bill  being  returned  by  the 
Governor  with  objections,  is  an  exception  to  this  general 
statement.  The  House  having  once  enacted  the  bill,  has  no 
longer  any  control  over  it,  except  to  act  upon  amendments 
proposed  by  tlie  Senate,  should  that  branch  suspend  its  rules 
and  amend  the  bill  after  engrossment.  It  is  a  familiar  prin- 
ciple of  parliamentary  law  that  having  the  bill  in  its  posses- 
sion for  the  latter  purpose  it  cannot  in  any  way  take  any 
other  action  upon  it. 

After  both  houses  have  enacted  a  bill,  so  long  as  it  remains 
in  the  hands  of  the  Senate  it  is  doubtless  competent  for  that 
body,  by  a  suspension  of  its  rules,  to  reconsider  the  question 
of  enactment  and  amend  or  reject  the  bill  entirely.  Bat 
the  House  has  no  such  power,  because  the  bill  has  passed 
from  its  control.  After  enactment  by  tlie  Senate,  the  House 
xnay,  by  message,  request  the  Senate  to  return  the  bill  to 
the  House.  Should  the  Senate  see  fit  to  do  so,  it  would  re- 
consider the  question  of  enactment  and  return  the  bill  to 
the  House  as  though  the  Senate  had  taken  no  action  upon 
it.  It  would  then  be  competent  for  the  House  to  suspend 
its  rules,  if  it  could  be  done  by  the  requisite  vote  of  two- 
thirds,  and  reconsider  the  question  of  enactment,  and  if  that 
was  carried  reject  the  bill  or  amend  it  by  another  suspen- 
sion of  the  rules.  In  no  other  parliamentary  manner  could 
the  consideration  of  the  bill  be  reached. 

If  the  bill  has  been  transmitted  to  the  Grovernor,  it  seems 
to  the  Chair  that  neither  branch  of  the  legislature,  by  sepa- 
rate action  only,  can  again  possess  itself  of  it  Both 
branches  have  fully  discharged  their  functions  in  respect  to 
it ;  they  liave  done  all  they  can  do  to  make  the  bill  a  law. 

It  seems  to  the  Chair  that  the  Governor  is  not  authorized, 
upon  the  request  of  one  branch  alone,  to  return  a  bill,  once 
placed  before  him  for  his  revision,  to  that  branch.  How 
could  he,  for  example,  send  it  to  tlie  House  ?  He  did  not 
receive  it  from  the  House,  but  from  the  Senate.  The  records 
of  the  Senate  show  that  it  was  laid  before  him  on  a  certain 
day  for  his  revision.  Should  he  send  the  bill  to  the  House, 
when  will  the  bill  become  a  law  ?  On  the  expiration  of  the 
five  days  allowed  by  the  constitution  ?  or  will  the  runniug 
of  the  time  be  suspended  while  the  bill  is  in  possession  of  the 
House  ?  After  the  House  has  obtained  possession  of  the 
bill  what  can  it  do  with  it  ?    Can  it  proceed  to  amend  it,  or 
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reconsider  the  question  of  enactment  and  reject  it  altogether? 
A  moment's  reflection  upon  the  consequences  which  would 
follow  such  a  course  of  action  will  show  that  the  Governor 
cannot  properly  return  a  bill  to  the  House ;  and  that  if  he 
should  do  so,  the  House  could  properly  do  nothing  but 
return  the  bill  to  him.  If  he  cannot  return  an  enacted  bill 
to  the  House,  he  cannot  do  so  to  the  Senate.  Each  branch 
is  of  equal  power ;  has  equal  constitutional  prerogatives. 

The  fact  tliat  for  conyenience  and  certainty  the  joint  rules 
provide  the  order  in  which  enactment  shall  take  place,  and. 
that  the  Senate  shall  transmit  the  enacted  bills  to  the  Gov- 
ernor, gives  the  Senate  no  greater  rights  than  the  House. 
'After  the  enactment  and  transmission  to  the  Governor,  each 
branch  has  exhausted  its  entire  functions  as  an  independent 
branch,  except  in  case  of  a  reto.  If  either  branch  desires 
for  any  reason  to  revise  an  enacted  bill,  it  seems  to  the  Chair 
ihtit  joint  action  must  be  had.  A  due  regard  to  the  consti- 
tutional rights  of  the  two  branches  requires  it.  The  fact 
that  by  our  joint  rules  the  last  legislative  action  upon  the  bill 
18  had  in  the  Senate,  seems  to  the  Chair  to  make  it  proper 
and  requisite,  from  parliamentary  considerations,  that  the 
request  of  the  two  branches  should  be  that  the  bill  be 
returned  to  the  Senate.  The  last  step  taken  was  in  the 
Senate ;  that  step  must  be  first  retraced.  Should  the  Senate 
decline  to  take  this  backward  step  nothing  would  remain 
but  for  that  body  to  return  the  bill  to  the  Governor. 

For  these  reasons  the  Chair  is  clearly  of  opinion  that  the 
present  motion  ought  not  to  be  entertained,  and  that  the 
motion  should  be  one  providing  that  a  message  be  sent  by 
the  two  branches  requesting  the  Governor  to  return  the  bill 
to  the  Senate.  This  was  the  practice  in  former  times,  as 
the  Chair  has  often  seen  in  examining  the  early  journals. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Smith  of  Boston,  the  resolve  in  relation  0*7  Head 
to  the  Gay  Head  Indians  was  taken  from  the  table  and  read,  ^^^''"' 
and  after  debate  the  previous  question  was  ordered  on 
motion  of  Mr.  Kent  of  Milford,  and  the  resolve  was  ordered 
to  a  third  reading  by  a  vote  of  72  to  64.

The  Senate  having  once  passed  a  resolve  identical  with 
this  and  sent  the  same  to  the  House  of  Representatives,  and 
having  received  no  notice  that  said  resolve  has  been  rejected 
by  that  branch,  or  that  this  resolve  is  a  substitute  therefor, 
the  Senate  consequently  declines  to  pass  said  resolve^  and 
returns  the  same  to  the  House. 

This  paper  having  been  read  for  information,  the  resolve 
was  placed  on  file. 

Notice  was  also  received  from  the  Senate  of  the  rejecti<» 
of  the  order  directing  the  committee  on  Claims  to  consider 
and  report  such  resolves  as  they  may  find  necessary  to  pay 
the  expenses  of  the  sickness  of  any  member  of  the  legist 
lature  during  the  present  session. 

Mr.  Kimball  of  Boston,  from  the  committee  on  Finance, 
reported  a  bill  in  further  addition  to  an  act  making  appro- 
priations to  meet  certain  expenditures  authorized  the  present 
year,  and  for  other  purposes.  Bead  and  ordered  to  a  second 
reading.  The  rules  being  suspended,  the  bill  was  read  agam 
and,  on  motion  of  Mr.  Baker  of  Beverly,  amended  by  add- 
ing a  clause  appropriating  three  hundred  dollars  for  Gershoia 
B.  Weston,  to  defray  the  expenses  of  his  sickness  while  a 
member  of  the  Senate.

On  motion  of  Mr.  Kimball  of  Boston,  the  House  con- 
curred in  the  amendment  relating  to  the  clerk  of  the  insur- 
ance commissioner,  and  nourconcurred  in  the  amendment  at 
B,  and  the  bill  was  returned  to  the  Senate. 

Afterwards,  the  bill  came  down  endorsed,  ^^  The  Senate 
adheres  to  its  amendment ; "  and  on  motion  of  Mr.  Baker 
of  Beverly  the  House  Toted  to  adhere  to  its  non-concurrence 
by  a  vote  of  151  to  2,  and  both  branches  having  adhered,  the 
bill  was  placed  on  file. 

Ou  motion  of  Mr.  Collins  of  Boston, — 

Resolved,  That  the  House  gratefully  recognizes  the  fidelity  Tfaaaki  to 
and  courtesy  with  which  the  Clerk  of  the  House,  the  Ser-  S^L^^ift. 
geant-at-Arms,  and  their  several  assistants,  have  performed  ^™^  *^' 
their  official  duties  during  the  present  session,  and  tenders 
to  each  of  these  officers  its  cordial  thanks  and  assurance  of 
personal  esteem. 

The  House  then  took  a  recess  until  10  minutes  before  7  bmm. 
o'clock,  P.  M. 

After  the  recess,  Mr.  Kimball  of  Boston,  from  the  com-  ^pi"2ei>^ 
mittee  on  Finance,  reported  a  new  appropriation  bill,  with  ^^ 
the  same  title  as  the  one  on  which  the  two  houses  had  dis- 
agreed, which,  under  a  suspension  of  rules,  was  read  three 
times  and  passed  to  be  engrossed  and  sent  up  for  concur- 
rence.

On  motion  of  Mr.  Kimball  of  Boston,  the  House  non-con- 
curred in  the  amendment,  and  the  bill  was  returned  to  the 
Senate. 
^^2b^        Afterwards,  the  bill  came  down  with  the  endorsement  that 
•no*.  the  Senate  adheres,  and  on  motion  of  Mr.  Kimball  the 

House  voted  to  insist  and  to  ask  for  a  committee  of  confer- 
ence, and  Messrs.  Child  of  Boston,  Crosby  of  Williamsburg 
and  Plunkett  of  Pittsfield  were  appointed  on  the  part  of  the 
House.    Sent  up  to  be  joined. 

The  Senate  consented  to  the  appointment  of  the  commit- 
tee, and  Messrs.  Crane,  Hobart  and  Holden  were  joined. 
B«ee«.  f£i^Q  Housc  then  took  a  recess,  to  be  called  together  at  any 

time  by  the  Speaker,  and  soon  after  10  o'clock,  P.  M.,  was 
called  to  order,  and  the  committee  of  conference  not  having 
reported,  the  House

The  committee  admit  the  right  of  either  branch  to  appoint  Report  of 
a  committee  to  sit  during  the  recess,  and  the  constitutional  mdj^mdIm.^ 
right  of  the  Senate  to  amend  or  control  any  appropriation 
bill  passed  by  the  House — every  appropriation  of  the  peo- 
ple's money  being  of  right  made  by  the  two  branches  with 
the  approval  of  the  Governor — that  the  power  to  exercise  a 
restraint  over  the  expenses  incurred  by  either  branch  is  one 
given  by  the  constitution  to  the  other  as  well  as  to  the  exec- 
utive ;  and  while  the  committee  are  not  agreed  as  to  the 
legality  or  propriety  of  the  appointment  of  the  committee,  in 
whose  appointment  originated  the  difference  between  the 
two  houses,  nor  as  to  the  propriety  of  the  exercise  by  the 
Senate  of  the  power  to  amend  the  appropriation  bill  in  this 
particular  case  of  difference,  the  desirableness  of  bringing 
the  present  session  to  a  close  leads  the  committee  to  recom- 
mend that  the  House  recede  from  its  non-concurrence. 

After  debate  the  previous  question  was  ordered  on  motion

poses, laid  upon  the  table  Wednesday  afternoon,  was  taken 
up,  and  without  action  was  again  laid  upon  the  table. 

It  was  afterwards  taken  up,  on  motion  of  Mr.  Crosby  of 
Williamsburg,  and  passed  to  be  enacted  and  signed  and  sent 
to  the  Senate.

Mr.  Crosby  of  Williamsburg,  on  leave,  introduced  a  bill  yJJJfjy^JJ^ 
in  relation  to  the  compensation  of  the  door-keepers,  messen-  kMp«n* 
gers  and  pages  of  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives ; 
which  was  read  three  times,  under  a  suspension  of  rules, 
and  passed  to  be  engrossed  and  sent  up  for  concurrence. 
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On  motion  of  Mr.  French  of  New  Bedford, — 
Ordered^  Tliat  the  Clerk  cause  to  be  printed  and  bound 
500  copies  of  the  journal  of  the  House  for  the  present  ses- 
sion, with  an  index  and  such  notes  and  references  as  may 
be  necessary,  and  the  statistical  register  of  the  executive 
and  legislative  departments ;  and  that  one  copy  be  sent  to

On  motion  of  Mr.  Young  of  Boston,  the  Speaker  was 
authorized  to  fill  vacancies  in  these  committees,  if  any  should 
occur. 
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Orderedy  In  concurrence,  that  Messrs.  Kittredge,  Ray  Committee 
and  Lockey  of  the  Senate,  and  Messrs.  Plunkett  of  Pitts-  tbJooT-^ 
field,  Nye  of  Falmouth,  Batcheller  of  North  Brookfield,  •"^'• 
Carney  of  Boston,  and  Brock  of  New  Bedford,  be  a  commit- 
tee to  wait  upon  His  Excellency  the  Governor  and  inform 
him  that  the  two  branches  of  the  legislature  have  disposed 
of  all  the  public  business  now  before  them,  and  to  request 
him,  with  the  advice  and  consent  of  the  council,  to  prorogue 
them  to  the  Tuesday  next  preceding  the  first  Wednesday  of 
January  next. 

Mr.  Plunkett,  from  the  committee,  afterwards  reported 
that  they  had  waited  upon  the  Governor,  who  was  pleased 
to  express  his  congratulations  upon  the  termination  of  the 
session.  He  was  glad  to  say  that  the  legislation  of  the  two 
branches  had  been  so  careful  that  he  had  found  no  occasion 
to  return  a  bill  for  reconsideration,  and  that  in  his  opinion 
few  legislatures  have  passed  so  many  laws  that  promise 
great  results  to  the  moral  and  material  interests  of  the  Com- 
monwealth.

A  Committee  on  Public  Charitable  Institutions ; 

A  Committee  on  Public  Lands ; 

A  Committee  on  Railways ;

A  Committee  on  the  State  House ; 

A  Committee  on  Towns ; 

A  Committee  on  Harbors ;  and  *

And  each  of  said  Committees  shall  consist  of  two  on  the  part

Rule  2.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Committee  on  the  Hoo- 
sac Tunnel  and  the  Troy  and  Greenfield  Railroad  to  visit  the 
tunnel  and  railroad,  examine  into  the  condition  and  progress  of 
the  work,  and  to  report  fully  the  result  of  such  examination. 

Rule  3.  The  Joint  Committees  of  the  two  Houses  may 
report  by  bill,  resolve  or  otherwise,  to  either  House,  at  their 
discretion ;  and  all  bills  and  resolves  reported  by  them,  shall  be 
written  in  a  fair,  legible  hand,  without  interlineation,  on  not 
less  than  a  sheet  of  paper,  with  suitable  margins,  and  spaces 
between  the  sections  or  resolves. 
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KuLB  4.  Reports  of  Joint  Committees  may  be  recommitted 
to  the  same  committees  at  the  pleasure  of  the  House  first  act- 
ing thereon,  without  asking  the  concurrence  of  the  other 
branch ;  and  bills  or  resolves  which  have  been  previously  acted 
on  in  one  branch  may  be  recommitted  in  the  other  without  a 
concurrent  vote,  except  when  recommitted  with  instructions: 
provided^  that,  after  such  recommitment,  reports  shall,  in  all 
cases,  be  made  to  the  branch  which  shall  have  ordered  such 
recommitment. 

Rule  5.  All  papers,  while  on  their  passage  between  the  two 
Houses,  may  be  under  the  signature  of  the  respective  Clerks, 
except  bills  and  resolves  in  their  last  stage.  Messages  may  be 
sent  by  such  persons  as  each  House  may  direct. 

RuLB  6.  After  bills  shall  have  passed  both  Houses  to  be 
engrossed,  they  shall  be  in  the  charge  of  the  Clerks  of  the  two 
Houses,  who  shall  deliver  the  same  to  the  Secretary  of  the 
Commonwealth,  to  be  engrossed  in  the  manner  prescribed  by 
law;  and,  when  engrossed,  the  said  Clerks  shall  forthwith 
deliver  the  same  to  the  Committee  of  the  House  of  Representa- 
tives on  Engrossed  Bills ;  and  when  the  same  shall  have  passed 
to  be  enacted  in  that  House,  they  shall,  in  like  manner  be 
delivered  to  the  Committee  of  the  Senate  on  Engrossed  Bills. 

Rule  7.  If  any  bill,  resolve,  or  order,  originating  in  one 
branch,  is  rejected  in  the  other,  notice  thereof  shall  be  given 
under  the  signature  of  the  Clerk,  to  the  branch  in  which  the 
same  ori^nated. 

Rule  8.  The  Clerk  of  the  House  in  which  a  bill  originated, 
shall  make  an  indorsement  thereon,  certifying  in  which  House 
the  same  originated,  which  indorsement  shall  be  entered  on  the 
Journals  by  the  Clerks  respectively. 

After  said  bills  shall  have  passed  both  Houses  to  be  enacted, 
the  Clerk  of  the  Senate  shall  lay  them  before  the  Governor  for 
his  approbation,  and  shall  enter  upon  the  Journal  of  the  Senate 
the  day  on  which  the  same  were  laid  before  the  Governor. 

Rule  9.  All  resolves  and  other  papers,  which  are  to  be  pre- 
sented to  the  Gk>vernor  for  his  approbation,  shall  be  laid  before 
him  in  the  same  manner  as  is  prescribed  in  the  case  of  bills. 

Rule  10.  All  resolves  proposing  amendments  of  the  Con- 
stitution, shall  have  three  several  readings  in  each  House,  and 
the  final  question  upon  adopting  the  same  shall  be  taken  by 
yeas  and  nays. 
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Rule  11.  The  President  of  the  Senate  shall  preside  in  Con- 
ventions of  the  two  branches ;  and  such  Conventions  shall  be 
holden  in  the  Representatives^  Chamber ;  ^nd  the  Clerk  of  the 
Senate  shall  be  Clerk  of  the  Conventions. 

Rule  12.  When  an  agreement  has  been  made  by  the  two 
branches  to  go  into  Convention,  such  agreement  shall  not  be 
altered  or  annulled,  except  by  concurrent  vote. 

Rule  13.    No  business  shall  be  entered  on,  in  Convention, 
J  other  than  that  which  may  be  agreed  upon  before  the  Conven- 

tion is  formed. 

Rule  14.  In  all  elections  by  joint  ballot,  a  time  shall  be 
assigned  therefor  at  least  one  day  previous  to  such  election. 

Rule  15.  Committees  of  Conference  shall  consist  of  three 
membei'S  on  the  part  of  each  House,  representing  its  vote ;  and 
their  report,  if  agreed  to  by  a  majority  of  each  Committee,  shall 
be  made  to  the  branch  asking  the  conference,  and  may  be  either 
accepted  or  rejected ;  but  no  other  action  shall  be  had,  except 
through  a  new  Committee  of  Conference. 

Rule  16.  No  bill  or  resolve  affecting  the  rights  of  individ- 
uals or  private  or  municipal  corporations,  or  the  Commonwealth, 
shall  be  reported  to  the  Le^slature  by  any  committee,  unless  it 
shall  be  made  to  appear  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  committee  that 
notice  had  been  given  in  the  manner  provided  by  law;  or,  unless 
such  notice  as  the  committee  shall  direct  shall  have  been  given 
and  proper  proof  of  the  same  placed  before  the  committee ;  or 
unless  in  the  judgment  of  the  committee  no  notice  to  the  par- 
ties or  the  public  is  necessary. 

Rule  17.  The  Committee  on  Printing  shall  act  as  a  Joint 
Committee  in  cases  requiring  joint  action ;  and  as  such  may 
make  regulations  for  the  distribution  of  all  documents  printed 
or  assigned  for  the  use  of  the  legislature,  not  otherwise  disposed 
of,  such  regulations  to  be  subject  to  the  order  of  the  two 
branches. 

Under  the  general  order  to  print  a  report,  bill,  or  other  docu- 
ment, the  number  printed  shall  be  eight  hundred,  with  the 
exception  of  the  Governoi-'s  Inaugural  Address,  of  which  three 
thousand  copies  may  be  printed  without  special  order.  Either 
branch,  by  special  order,  may  direct  a  larger  number  than  eight 
hundred  copies  to  be  printed,  which  order  shall  be  referred  to 
the  Committee  on  Printing,  who  may  report  thereon  at  any 
time  when  the  Ordera  of  the  Day  are  not  under  consideration. 
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If  the  document  does  not  exceed  one  hundred  pages,  or  if  the 
number  of  copies  proposed  to  be  printed  does  not  exceed  four 
thousand,  the  report  shall  be  considered  without  debate ;  other-  , 
wise  it  shall  lie  over  one  day,  at  the  request  of  any  member, 
and  be  debatable. 

Leave  to  report  in  print,  shall  not  be  construed  to  authorize 
the  printing  of  extended  reports  of  evidence. 

No  binding  or  engraving  shall  be  ordered,  except  upon  the 
report  of  the  Joint  Committee  on  Printing,  accepted  by  the 
legislature. 

Bills,  reports,  and  other  documents  printed  under  the  general 
order  of  either  House,  shall  be  distributed  as  follows,  to  wit : 
Two  copies  to  each  member  of  the  Senate  and  House  of  Rep- 
resentatives (to  be  placed  on  his  file  under  the  direction  of  the 
Sergeant-at-Arms,  if  desired  by  the  member)  ;  three  copies  to 
each  Clerk  in  either  branch,  and  three  copies  to  each  reporter 
in  regular  attendance,  to  whom  a  seat  has  been  assigned  by  the 
presiding  ofiicer;  twenty  copies  to  the  Executive;  twenty 
copies  to  the  Secretary's  oflice ;  six  copies  to  the  State  Library ; 
and  when  the  document  is  the  report  of  a  committee,  ten  copies 
shall  be  assigned  to  the  committee  making  the  report.  The 
Sergeant-at-Arms  shall  preserve  as  many  as  may  be  necessary 
for  the  permanent  files  to  be  placed  in  the  lobbies  and  distribute 
the  remainder  under  such  regulations  as  may  be  prescribed  by 
said  joint  committee.

CHAPTER  I. 

0/  the  Duties  and  Powers  of  the  Speaker^ 

Rule  1.  The  Speaker  shall  take  the  chair  every  day  at  the 
hour  to  whicli  the  House  was  adjourned ;  shall  call  the  mem- 
bers to  order;  and,  on  the  appearance  of  a  quorum,  shall  pro- 
ceed to  business. 

Rule  2.  He  shall  preserve  decorum  and  order ;  may  speak 
to  points  of  order  in  preference  to  other  members;  and  shall 
decide  all  questions  of  order,  subject  to  an  appeal  to  the  House 
by  motion  regularly  seconded ;  and  no  other  business  shall  be 
in  order  till  the  question  on  the  appeal  shall  have  been  decided. 

Rule  3.  He  shall  declare  all  votes;  but  if  any  member 
rises  to  doubt  a  vote,  the  Speaker  shall  order  a  return  of  the 
number  voting  in  the  affirmative,  and  in  the  negative,  without 
any  further  debate  upon  the  question. 

Rule  4.  He  shall  rise  to  put  a  question,  or  to  address  the 
House,  but  may  read  sitting. 

Rule  5.    In  all  cases  the  Speaker  may  vote. 

Rule  6.  When  the  House  shall  determine  to  go  into  a 
Committee  of  the  whole  House,  the  Speaker  shall  appoint  the 
member  who  shall  take  the  chair. 

Rule  7.  On  all  questions  and  motions  whatsoever,  the 
Speaker  shall  take  the  sense  of  the  House  by  yeas  and  nays, 
provided  one-fifth  of  the  members  present  shall  so  require,  and 
the  call  for  yeas  and  nays  shall  be  decided  without  debate. 
When  the  yeas  and  nays  are  taken,  the  roll  of  the  House  shall 
be  called  in  alphabetical  order,  and  no  member  shall  be  allowed 
to  vote  who  was  not  upon  the  floor  of  the  House  when  bis 
name  was  called,  or  before  the  roll-call  was  finished. 

Rule  8.  He  shall  propound  all  questions,  in  the  order  in 
which  they  are  moved,  unless  the  subsequent  motion  be  previ- 
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ouB  in  its  nature :  except  that,  in  naming  snms  and  fixing  times, 
the  largest  sum  and  longest  time  shall  be  put  first. 

RuLB  9.  After  a  motion  is  stated  or  read  by  the  Speaker,  it 
shall  be  deemed  to  be  in  possession  of  the  House,  and  shall  be 
disposed  of  by  vote  of  the  House ;  but  the  mover  may  with- 
draw it  at  any  time  before  a  decision  or  amendment,  Except  a 
motion  to  reconsider,  which  shall  not  be  withdrawn  after  the 
time  has  elapsed  within  which  it  could  be  originally  made. 

Rule  10.  When  a  question  is  under  debate,  the  Speaker 
shall  receive  no  motion,  but  to  adjourn,  to  lay  on  the  table,  for 
the  previous  question,  to  close  the  debate  at  a  specified  time,  to 
postpone  to  a  time  certain,  to  commit,  to  amend,  to  refer  to  the 
next  General  Court  or  to  postpone  indefinitely ;  which  several 
motions  shall  have  precedence  in  the  order  in  which  they  stand 
arranged :  and  a  motion  to  strike  out  the  enacting  clause  of  a 
bill  shall  be  equivalent  to  a  motion  to  postpone  indefinitely. 

RuLB  11. '  He  shall  consider  a  motion  to  adjourn  as  always 
first  in  order ;  and  that  motion,  and  the  motions  to  lay  on  the 
table,  and  to  take  from  the  table,  shall  be  decided  without 
debate. 

RuxB  12.  He  shall  put  the  previous  question  in  the  follow- 
ing form:  ^^ Shall  the  main  question  he  now  put f^ — and  all 
debate  upon  the  main  question  shall  be  suspended,  until  the 
previous  question  shall  be  decided.  The  adoption  of  the  previ- 
ous question  shall  put  an  end  to  all  debate,  and  bring  the  House 
to  a  direct  vote  upon  pending  amendments,  if  any,  in  their 
regular  order,  and  then  upon  the  main  question. 

RuLB  18.  On  the  previous  question,  not  exceeding  ten 
minutes  shall  be  allowed  for  debate,  and  that  only  to  give 
reasons  why  the  main  question  should  not  be  put,  and  no  mem* 
ber  shall  speak  more  than  three  minutes.  All  questions  of 
order,  arising  after  a  motion  is  made  for  the  previous  question, 
shall  be  decided  without  debate,  excepting  on  appeal,  and,  on 
such  appeal,  and  on  the  previous  question,  no  member  shall  be 
allowed  to  speak  more  than  once  without  leave  of  the  House. 

RcLB  14.  A  motion  to  close  the  debate  at  a  specified  time^ 
shall  be  put  not  less  than  thirty  minutes  before  the  time  stated. 

RuLB  15.  When  two  or  more  members  happen  to  rise  at 
once,  the  Speaker  shall  name  the  member  entitled  to  the  floor. 

RiTLB  16. '  All  Committees  shall  be  appointed  and  announced 
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by  the  Speaker,  unless  otherwise  specially  directed  by  lie 
House. 

KuLB  17.  The  Speaker  shall  have  the  right  to  name  any 
member  to  perform  the  duties  of  the  Chsdr,  but  such  substitn- 
tion  shall  not  extend  beyond  two  days. 


CHAPTER  n. 

Of  the  Dutiesy  Rights  and  Decortan  of  Members. 

Rule  18.  Every  seat,  which  shall  be  drawn  by  any  mem- 
ber, at  the  beginning  of  the  session,  shall  be  his  seat  during  the 
year,  unless  he  have  leave  of  the  Speaker  to  change  it. 

Rule  19.  The  desks  on  the  right  and  left  of  the  Speaker 
shall  be  appropriated  to  the  use  of  the  Clerk  and  the  Commit- 
tees on  Bills. 

Rule  20.  Every  member,  when  about  to  speak,  shall  rise 
and  respectfully  address  the  Speaker,  confine  himself  to  the 
question  under  debate,  avoid  personality,  and  sit  down  when  he 
has  finished.  No  member  shall  speak  out  of  his  place  without 
leave  of  the  Speaker. 

Rule  21.  No  member  speaking  shall  be  interrupted  by 
another,  but  by  rising  to  call  to  order. 

Rtha  22.  No  member  shall  speak  more  than  twice  on  one 
question,  without  first  obtaining  leave  of  the  House ;  nor  more 
than  once,  until  the  other  members,  who  have  not  spoken,  shall 
speak,  if  they  desire  it. 

Rule  tS3.  When  a  vote  has  passed,  except  on  the  previous 
question  and  on  motions  mentioned  in  Rule  eleventh,  it  shall 
be  in  order  for  any  member  of  the  rnqjority  to  move  for  a  re- 
consideration thereof  on  the  same  or  succeeding  day,  and  such 
motion,  if  made  on  the  same  day,  shall,  (except  in  the  last  week 
of  the  session,)  be  placed  first  in  the  Orders  of  the  Day  for  the 
day  succeeding  that  on  which  it  is  made ;  but  if  first  moved  on 
such  succeeding  day,  it  shall  be  forthwith  considered;  and 
when  a  motion  for  reconsideration  is  decided,  that  decision 
shall  not  be  reconsidered,  and  no  question  be  twice  recon- 
sidered :  provided^  however^  that  a  motion  to  reconsider  a  vote, 
upon  any  incidental  or  subsidiary  question,  shall  .not  remove 
the  main  subject  under  consideration  from  before  the  House, 
but  shall  be  considered  at  the  time  when  it  is  made. 
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HrxE  24,  Bills,  resolves,  and  other  papers,  in  reference  to 
which  any  member  has  a  right  to  move  a  reconsideration, 
except  petitions,  orders  of  inquiry  and  orders  of  notice,  shall 
remain  in  the  possession  of  the  Clerk  until  the  right  of  recon- 
sideration has  expired :  provided^  that  the  operation  of  this 
Role  shall  be  suspended  during  the  last  week  of  the  session. 

RuiJE  25.  No  member  shall  be  obliged  to  be  on  more  than 
two  Committees  at  the  same  time,  nor  Chairman  of  more  than 
one. 

RinLE  26.  No  member  shall  be  permitted  to  stand  up  to  the 
interruption  of  another,  while  any  member  is  speaking,  or  to 
pass  unnecessarily  between  the  Speaker  of  the  House  and  the 
person  speaking;  nor  shall  any  member  be  permitted  to  stand 
in  the  alleys  or  in  the  area  in  front  of  the  chair,  during  the 
session  of  the  House. 

Ruxs  27.  All  proceedings  of  the  House  in  secret  session, 
and  every  matter  relating  to  the  same,  shall  be  kept  secret, 
until  the  House  shall  remove  the  injunction  of  secrecy. 

Rule  28.  Every  member  who  neglects  to  give  his  attend- 
ance in  the  House  for  more  than  six  days  after  the  session  com- 
mences, shall,  on  making  his  appearance  therein,  be  held  to 
render  the  reason  of  such  neglect ;  and  in  case  the  reason 
assigned  be  deemed  by  the  House  sufficient,  such  member  shall 
be  entitled  to  receive  pay  for  his  travel,  and  not  otherwise ;  and 
no  member  shall  be  absent  more  than  two  days,  without  leave 
or  excuse  of  the  House. 

Rule  29.  When  any  member  is  guilty  of  a  breach  of  either 
of  the  Rules  and  Orders  of  the  House,  he  may  be  required  by 
the  House,  on  motion,  to  make  satisfaction  therefor,  and  shall 
not  be  allowed  to  vote  or  speak,  except  by  way  of  excuse,  till 
he  has  done  so. 

Rule  30.  No  member  shall  be  permitted  to  vote,  or  serve 
on  any  Committee,  in  any  question  where  his  private  right  is 
immediately  concerned,  distinct  from  the  public  interest. 

Rule  81.  Every  member  present  in  the  House  when  a 
question  is  put,  where  he  is  not  excluded  by  interest,  shall  give 
his  vote,  unless  the  House,  for  special  reasons,  excuse  him.  Any 
member  desiring  to  be  so  excused  on  any  question,  shall  make 
application  to  that  effect  before  the  House  is  divided,  or  before 
the  calling  of  the  yeas  and  nays ;  and  such  application  shall  be

accompanied  by  a  brief  statement  of  reasons,  and  decided 
without  debate. 

RuLB  32.  Every  motion  shall  be  reduced  to  writing,  if  the 
Speaker  so  directs.  i 

Rule  33.  Any  member  may  call  for  the  division  of  a  ques- 
tion when  the  sense  will  admit  of  it.  A  motion  to  strike  out 
and  insert  shall  be  deemed  indivisible ;  but  a  motion  to  strike 
out  being  lost,  shall  neither  preclude  amendment,  nor  a  motion 
to  strike  out  and  insert. 

RuLB  34.  Motions  and  Reports  may  be  committed,  or  re- 
committed, at  the  pleasure  of  the  House. 

RuLB  35.  No  motion  or  proposition,  of  a  subject  different 
from  that  under  consideration,  shall  be  admitted  under  color  of 
amendment. 

RuLB  36.  The  unfinished  business,  in  which  the  House  was 
engaged  at  the  time  of  the  last  adjournment,  shall  have  the 
preference  in  the  Orders  of  the  Day  next  after  motions  for 
reconsideration. 

RuLB  37.  No  Rule  or  Order  of  the  House  shall  be  dispensed 
with,  altered,  or  repealed,  unless  two-thirds  of  the  members 
present  consent  thereto ;  biit  Rules  fifty-two  and  sixty  shall  not 
be  suspended,  unless  by  unanimous  consent  of  the  members 
present. 

RuLB  38.  When  a  vote  is  doubted,  the  members  for  or 
against  the  question,  when  called  on  by  the  Speaker,  shall  rise 
and  stand  till  they  are  counted. 

RuLB  39.  All  questions  relating  to  the  priority  of  business 
to  be  acted  upon,  shall  be  decided  without  debate. 

RuLB  40.  Every  question  of  order  shall  be  noted  by  the 
Clerk,  with  the  decision  thereon,  and  inscribed  at  large  on  the 
journal. 

RuLB  41.  When  a  motion  is  made  to  refer  any  subject,  and 
different  Committees  shall  be  proposed,  the  question  shall  be 
taken  in  the  following  order : — a  Standing  Committee  of  the 
House — a  Select  Committee  of  the  House — ^a  Joint  Standing 
Committee — a  Joint  Select  Committee. 

RuLB  42.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  each  member  of  the  House 
who  moves  that  any  Standing  Committee  be  instructed  to 
inquire  into  the  expediency  of  amending  an  existing  law  or 
laws,  to  point  out  the  amendment,  which  he  deems  expedient, 
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in  writing,  to  accompany  his  motion,  or  to  furnish  a  written 
statement  thereof  to  such  Committee,  if  by  them  required. 

Rule  43.  No  person,  other  than  members  and  officers  of 
the  legislature,  shdl  be  admitted  within  the  bar  of  the  House 
during  its  session,  except  by  invitation  of  a  member  of  the 
House,  or  by  leave  of  the  Speaker. 


CHAPTER  m. 

Of  the  DiUies  of  Monitors. 

Rule  44.  Two  Monitors  shall  be  appointed  for  each  Divis- 
ion of  the  House,  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  see  to  the  due 
observance  of  the  orders  of  the  House,  and,  on  demand  of  the 
Speaker,  to  return  the  number  of  votes  and  members  in  their 
respective  Divisions. 

Rule  45.  If  any  member  transgress  any  of  the  Rules  or 
Orders  of  the  House,  and  persist  therein  after  being  notified 
thereof  by  any  Monitor,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  such  Monitor 
to  give  information  thereof  to  the  House, 

Rule  46.  If  the  Speaker  is  absent  beyond  the  time  desig- 
nated in  the  seventeenth  Rule,  any  Monitor  present  designated 
by  the  Clerk  shall  call  the  House  to  order,  and  preside  until  the 
Speaker  assume  hb  seat,  or  a  Speaker  pro  tern,  be  chosen.

Rule  47.  All  papers  addressed  to  the  House,  except  peti^

sented, unless  the  House  otherwise  directs. 

Rule  48.  Every  member,  presenting  to  the  House  a  peti- 
tion, memorial,  or  remonstrance,  shall  indorse  his  name  thereon, 
with  a  brief  statement  of  the  nature  and  object  of  the  instru- 
ment, and  the  reading  of  the  same  from  the  Chair  shall  in  all 
instances  be  dispensed  with,  unless  specially  ordered  by  the 
House. 
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RuLB  49.  AH  reports,  petitions,  memorials,  remonstrances, 
and  papers  of  a  like  nature,  shall  be  presented  daring  the  first 
hour  of  each  session  of  the  House,  and  at  no  other  time ;  and 
the  Speaker  shall  call  on  the  several  Divisions,  in  regolar  suc- 
cession, for  such  papers. 

KuLB  60.  No  bill  or  resolve  affecting  the  rights  of  individ- 
uals or  private  or  municipal  corporations  or  the  Conmionwealth, 
shall  be  reported  to  the  House  by  any  committee,  unless  it  shall 
be  made  to  appear  to  the  satisfaction  of  the.  committee  that 
notice  has  been  given  in  the  manner  provided  by  law,  or  unless 
such  notice  as  the  committee  shall  direct  shall  have  been  given 
and  proper  proof  of  the  same  placed  before  the  committee,  or 
0  unless  in  the  judgment  of  the  committee  no  notice  to  the  parties 

or  the  public  is  necessary. 

Rule  51.  Any  Order  proposed  for  adoption  shall  be  passed 
over  for  that  day  without  question,  if  any  member  of  the 
House  shall  so  request ;  and  the  same  shaU  be  considered  and 
disposed  of^  on  the  succeeding  day. 

RuLB  52.  Use  of  the  Representatives'  Chamber  shall  not  be 
granted  for  any  purpose  unless  by  a  vote  of  four-fifths  of  the 
members  present. 


CHAPTER  V. 

Of  BUU  and  Jtesolves. 

Rule  53.  The  first  reading  of  a  bill  shall  be  for  information, 
and  if  opposition  be  made  to  it,  the  question  shall  be,  ^  Shall 
this  hill  be  r^ectedf**  If  no  opposition  be  made,  or  if  the 
question  to  reject  be  negatived,  the  bill  shall  go  to  its  second 
reading  without  a  question. 

Rule  54.  No  bill  or  resolve  shall  pass  to  be  engrossed  with- 
out being  read  on  three  several  days. 

Rttlb  55.  All  bills  and  resolves  shaU  be  written  in  a  fidr, 
le^ble  hand,  without  interlineations,  on  not  not  less  than  one 
sheet  of  paper,  with  suitable  mai^g^s,  and  spaces  between  the 
several  sections  or  resolves. 

Rule  56.  No  bill  or  resolve  shall  be  introduced  to  the 
House,  unless  reported  by  a  Committee,  without  having  fint 
been  read  for  information  only,  and  special  leave  thereupon 
granted ;  and,  when  thus  introduced,  such  bill  or  resolve  shall 
be  committed,  before  it  is  ordered  to  a  second  reading.    When 
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any  bill,  resolve,  order,  petition,  memorial  or  remonstrance,  has 
been  finally  rejected,  no  other,  substantially  the  same,  shall  be 
introduced  by  any  committee  or  member  during  the  same 
session ;  and  the  House  shall  not  consider  an  amendment  to  one 
of  its  own  biUs  made  by  the  Senate,  which  amendment  is  sub- 
stantially the  same  as  a  bill  or  resolve  which  has  once  been 
rejected  by  the  House. 

Rule  57.  No  engrossed  bill  or  resolve  shall  be  sent  to  the 
Senate,  without  notice  thereof  being  given  by  the  Speaker. 

Rttle  58.  No  private  act  or  resolve,  affecting  the  character 
or  property  of  any  individual,  shall  pass  the  House,  unless  such 
individual  be  notified  of  its  pendency. 

Rule  59.  All  bills  and  resolves  involving  an  expenditure  of 
public  money,  shall,  after  their  first  reading,  be  referred  in 
course  to  the  Committee  on  Finance,  for  report  on  their  relation 
to  the  Finances  of  the  Commonwealth. 

Rule  60.  All  bills  and  resolves  in  their  third  reading  shall  be 
committed  to  the  Standing  Committee  on  Bills  in  the  Third 
Reading,  to  be  by  them  examined,  corrected,  and  reported  to 
the  House ;  but  no  change  shall  be  made  by  them  in  the  sub- 
ject-matter of  any  bill  or  resolve,  unless  the  same  shall  be 
reported  to  the  House  as  an  amendment. 

Rule  61.  All  engrossed  bills  and  resolves  shall  be  commit- 
ted to  the  Standing  Committee  on  Engrossed  Bills,  to  be  strictly 
examined ;  and  if  found  truly  and  rightly  engrossed,  they  shall 
so  report  to  the  House,  and  the  same  be  passed  to  be  enacted, 
without  any  further  reading,  unless,  on  motion  of  any  member, 
a  majority  of  the  House  shall  be  in  favor  of  reading  the  same 
as  engrossed. 

Rule  62.    No  engrossed  bill  or  resolve  shall  be  amended. 

Rule  63.  Bills  and  resolves  in  their  third  reading  shall  be 
made  the  order  of  4he  day,  for  the  day  next  succeeding  that  on 
which  leave  was  given  to  read  them  a  third  time ;  and  all  reports 
of  committees,  not  by  bill  or  resolve,  whether  joint  or  of  this 
House,  shall  be  made  the  order  of  the  day  for  the  next  day 
succeeding  that  on  which  they  have  been  read  in  this  House, 
unless  the  House  otherwise  direct;  and  the  Speaker  shall  order 
accordingly;  and,  after  entering  on  the  Orders  of  the  Day,  they 
shall  be  disposed  of  in  course. 

Rule  64.  All  amendments,  proposed  by  the  Senate  and  sent 
back  to  the  House  for  their  concurrence,  shall  be  committed  to 
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the  committee  which  reported  the  measure  proposed  to  be 
amended,  unless  such  committee  be  composed  of  members  of 
both  branches. 


CHAPTER  VI. 

Of  CammiUeea^  their  Powers  and  Jhaies. 

RuLB  65.  The  following  Standmg  Conmiittees  shall  be 
appointed  at  the  conmiencement  of  the  political  year,  yiz. : — 

A  Committee  on  the  Judiciary ; 

A  Committee  on  Matters  of  Probate  and  Chancery; 

A  Committee  on  Finance ; 

A  Committee  on  Elections; 

A  Committee  on  Bills  in  the  Third  Reading ; 

A  Conunittee  on  Engrossed  Bills ; 
And  each  of  these  Conunittees  shall  consist  of  seven  members : 

A  Committee  on  County  Estimates ; 

A  Committee  on  the  Pay  Roll ; 

A  Committee  on  Leave  of  Absence ; 

A  Committee  on  Public  Buildings ; 

A  Committee  on  Printing ; 
And  each  of  these  Conmiittees  shall  consist  of  five  members. 

Rule  66.  In  all  elections  by  ballot,  a  time  shall  be  assigned 
for  such  election,  at  least  one  day  previous  thereto. 

RuLS  67.  In  all  elections  of  Committees  of  the  House,  bj 
ballot,  the  person  having  the  highest  number  of  votes  shall  act 
as  Chairman. 

RuLB  68.  All  papers  in  possession  of  any  member  obtaining 
leave  of  absence,  shall  be  left  by  him  with  the  Clerk. 

Rule  69.  All  Committees,  except  the  Standing  Committees, 
having  business  referred  to  them,  shall  m^ike  report  of  their 
doings  therein,  within  four  days  after  such  reference. 

Rule  70.  All  Committees  may  report  by  bill,  resolve  or 
otherwise. 

Rule  71.  The  Rules  of  proceeding  in  the  House  shall  be 
observed  in  a  Committee  of  the  whole  House,  so  &r  as  they  may 
be  applicable,  except  the  Rule  limiting  the  times  of  speaking; 
but  no  member  shall  speak  twice  upon  any  question,  until  every 
member,  choosing  to  speak,  shall  have  spoken.  A  motion  to 
rise,  report  progress,  and  ask  leave  to  sit  again,  shall  be  always 
first  in  order,  and  be  decided  without  debate. 
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Ruus  72*  The  rules  of  parliamentary  practice  comprised  in 
Cnshing's  Manual,  and  Cushing^s  Elements  of  Law  and  Practice 
of  Legislative  Assemblies,  shall  govern  the  House  in  all  cases  to 
which  they  are  applicable,  and  in  which  they  are  not  inconsistent 
with  the  Standing  Rules  and  Orders  of  the  House,  or  the  Joint 
Rules  and  Orders  of  the  two  branches  of  the  legislature.

The  one  hundred  and  forty-first  chapter  of  the  acts  of  the 
year  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  sixty-eight,  entitled  ^  An 
Act  to  regulate  the  sale  of  intoxicating  liquors,**  and  the  several 
acts  in  addition  thereto,  are  hereby  repealed ;  and  the  eighty- 
sixth  chapter  of  the  General  Statutes,  together  with  all  acts  and

Sect.  1.  No  person  shall  sell,  or  expose  or  keep  for  sale, 
intoxicating  liquors,  unless  he  is  authorized  to  sell  the  same  in 
the  manner  provided  in  this  act :  provided^  that  the  maker  of 
cider  and  native  wines  may  sell  the  same  not  to  be  drunk  on  his 
premises ;  and  prodded^  ahOj  that  the  importer  of  liquor  of 
foreign  production,  imported  imder  authority  of  the  laws  of  the 
United  States,  may  own,  possess,  keep  or  sell  the  same  in  the 
original  casks  or  packages  in  which  it  was  imported,  and  in 
quantities  not  less  than  the  quantities  in  which  the  laws  of  the 
United  States  require  such  liquor  to  be  imported ;  saiA  provided^ 
farther^  that  nothing  herein  contidned  shall  apply  to  sales  made 
under  any  law  requiring  the  sale  of  personal  property  by  sheriff, 
deputy-sherifBa,  coroners,  constables,  collectors  of  taxes,  ex- 
ecutors, administrators,  guardians,  assignees  in  insolvency  or 
bankruptcy,  or  any  other  person  required  by  law  to  sell  personal 
property. 

Sect.  2.  There  shall  be  appointed  by  the  governor,  by  and 
with  the  advice  and  consent  of  the  council,  three  license  com- 
missioners  in  each  county  who  shall  hold  their  office  for  the  term 
of  one  year,  unless  sooner  removed,  and  until  their  successors 
are  appointed  and  qualified. 

Such  commissioners  shall  be  paid  from  the  treasuries  of  th^ 
respective  counties,  ^^  dollars  each,  with  their  necessary  trav- 
elling expenses,  stationery,  clerk  hire  and  office  rent,  for  every 
day  actually  employed  in  the  duties  of  their  office. 

Sect.  3.  The  said  license  commissioners  shall  license  to  be 
sellers  of  intoxicating  liquors,  within  each  city  and  town  in  their 
respective  counties,  one  or  more  suitable  persons,  upon  the  terms 
and  conditions  hereinafter  provided. 

Sect.  4.  Licenses  shall  be  granted  only  to  the  following 
classes  of  persons,  for  the  purposes,  and  on  the  payment  of  the 
fees  hereinafter  named,  to  wit : 

.First  Licensed  innholders,  to  sell  to  their  guests,  to  be 
drunk  on  the  premises,  on  payment  of  a  fee  of  two  hundred 
dollars.

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Third.  Liquor  dealers  engaged  in  no  other  business  in  con- 
nection theivwitb,  to  sell  not  to  be  drank  on  the  premises,  on 
payment  of  a  fee  of  three  hundred  dollars. 

JFottrth*  Grocers,  to  sell,  not  to  be  drunk  on  the  premises,  on 
payment  of  a  fee  of  one  hundred  dollars. 

J^(/IA.  Apothecaries  and  draggists,  to  sell  not  to  be  drunk  on 
the  premises,  on  payment  of  a  fee  of  one  hundred  dollars. 

S/kcth.  Brewers  and  distillers,  to  sell  not  to  be  drunk  on  the 
premises,  on  payment  of  a  fee  of  three  hundred  dollars :  provided^ 
they  may  sell  intoxicating  liquors  of  their  own  manufacture,  at 
their  place  of  manufacture,  or  their  regular  place  of  business,  in 
quantities  of  not  less  than  thirty  gallons,  the  whole  to  be  ex- 
ported from  the  State,  and  no  part  thereof  to  be  used  therein, 
and  the  burden  shall  be  upon  such  persons,  in  any  proceeding 
under  this  act,  to  prove  that  the  sale  was  for  exportation,  as 
aforesaid.  Any  person  or  persons,  non-residents  of  this  Com- 
monwealth, engaged  in  selling,  trading  or  vending  intoxicating 
liquors,  and  any  hawker,  peddler,  or  travelling  agent,  engaged 
in  selling  for  any  person  or  persons  who  are  non-residents  of  this 
Ck>n[mionwealth,  or  who  have  no  licensed  place  of  business  estab- 
lished therein,  are  hereby  prohibited  from  making  sales,  offering 
for  sale,  vending,  trading,  or  contracting,  in  any  manner  what- 
soever, in  intoxicating  liquors,  within  the  limits  of  this  Com- 
monwealth. 

Sect.  5.  If  any  person  having  a  license  to  sell  to  be  drunk 
on  the  premises  shall  be  found  to  have  been  at  the  time  the 
license  was  granted  engaged  in  or  shall  afterwards  engage  in  the 
business  of  a  grocer,  apothecary,  draggist,  brewer  or  distiller,  on 
the  premises  described  in  his  license,  or  in  any  place  connected 
therewith,  his  license  shall  thereby  be  forfeited,  and  he  shall  not 
be  licensed  for  a  period  of  one  year  after  the  expiration  of  the 
term  of  the  forfeited  license,  and  no  license  shall  be  granted  to 
be  exercised  on  the  premises  described  in  the  license  so  forfeited, 
for  the  residue  of  the  term  thereof. 

Sbct.  6.  The  inhabit^ts  of  any  city  or  town  may,  at  their 
annual  meeting  for  the  choice  of  city  or  town  officers,  or  at  any 
meeting  legally  called  for  that  purpose,  vote  that  no  license  shall 
be  granted  in  such  city  or  town  which  will  authorize  the  sale, 
to  be  drunk  on  the  premises,  of  either  distilled  or  fermented 
liquors,  or  both.  In  which  case  the  conmiissioners  shall  grant 
no  such  license.

Sect,  7.  Every  license  shall  be  signed  by  a  majority  of  the 
commissioners,  and  recorded;  shall  bear  the  date  of  the  day 
when  issued ;  shall  specify  the  building  in  which  sales  of  liquors 
are  authorized  to  be  made^  and,  where  practicable,  the  part  of 
the  building ;  and  whether  said  liquors  may  or  may  not  be  drunk 
on  the  premises  of  the  person  licensed ;  and  shall  expire  on  the 
first  day  of  May,  unless  sooner  adjudged  to  be  Toid.  One  dol-^ 
lar  shall  in  all  cases  be  paid  to  the  clerk  of  the  commissioners, 
by  the  person  receiving  the  license,  in  addition  to  the  fee  herein 
provided. 

Sbct.  8.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  commissioners  to  report 
to  the  mayor  and  aldermen  of  each  city,  and  to  the  selectmen 
of  each  town,  within  their  respective  counties,  the  licenses  they 
intend  to  issue  within  such  city  or  town ;  which  report  shall  be 
made  fourteen  days  before  the  license  would  take  effect  And 
if  the  mayor  and  aldermen  or  selectmen  shall,  before  the  time 
for  a  license  to  take  effect,  in  writing  object  to  any  license  on 
the  ground  of  the  personal  unfitness  of  the  licensee  to  exercise 
the  license  in  question,  such  license  shall  not  be  issued. 

Sect.  9.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  commissioners  to  revoke 
any  license  upon  proof  satisfactory  to  them  that  the  licensee  has 
violated,  or  permitted  to  be  violated,  any  of  the  provisions  of 
this  act,  after  a  summary  hearing  of  the  licensee,  or  notice  and 
reasonable  opportunity  for  him  to  be  heard.  After  such  revoca- 
tion, the  licensee  shall  not  be  licensed  for  one  year  after  the  ex- 
piration of  the  term  of  the  license  so  revoked;  and  no  license 
shall  be  granted  to  be  exercised  on  the  premises  described  in  the 
license  so  revoked,  for  the  residue  of  the  term  of  the  revoked 
license.  And  the  commissioners  shall  give  to  the  municipal 
authorities  of  any  city  or  town,  notice  of  the  revocation  of  any 
license  granted  to  be  exercised  therein. 

Sect.  10.  A  license  to  sell  intoxicating  liquors,  to  be  drunk 
on  the  premises  of  the  person  licensed,  shall  confer  no  authority 
to  keep  or  maintain  a  public  bar,  or  to  sell  between  the  hours  of 
ten  o^clock  in  the  night  and  seven  o'clock  in  the  next  morning, 
nor  during  any  part  of  the  Lord's  day:  provided^  howener^  that 
innholders  shall  have  the  right  at  all  times  to  ftmiish  their  guests 
witii  any  article  which  they  shall  by  license  be  authorized  to  seU; 
and  providedy  that  apothecaries  and  druggists  may  sell  liquors 
at  such  times,  on  a  requisition  of  a  regular  medical  practitioner 
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therefor,  made  during  the  prohibited  period  or  periods,  not  to  be 
drunk  on  the  premises. 

Sect.  11.  No  licensed  person  shall  sell  intoxicating  liquor  to 
any  intoxicated  person,  or  to  any  person  under  twenty-on^  years 
of  age. 

Sect.  12.  All  fees  for  licenses  under  this  act  shall  be  paid  to 
the  commissioners  of  the  respective  counties  wherein  the  same 
are  granted ;  and  the  commissioners  shall,  on  the  first  day  of 
every  alternate  month,  beginning  with  the  month  of  June  in 
each  year,  pay  over  to  the  treasurer  of  each  city  or  town  one- 
half  of  the  fees  received  by  them  for  licenses,  to  be  exercised  in 
such  city  or  town,  and  the  residue  of  their  receipts  to  the  treajs- 
urer  of  the  Commonwealth ;  and  any  officer  neglecting  to  make 
such  payment  shall  forfeit  the  sum  of  fifty  dollars  for  each  and 
every  day  said  sum  received  by  him  as  aforesaid  shall  be  retidned 
in  violation  of  this  section. 

Sect.  13.  The  several  commissioners  shall,  on  the  first  day 
of  every  alternate  month,  beginning  with  the  month  of  June  in 
each  year,  return  to  the  secretary  of  the  Commonwealth  the 
name  of  each  person  licensed,  his  place  of  residence,  the  date 
and  character  of  his  license,  and  the  amount  of  his  license  fee. 
Any  officer  neglecting  to  make  such  return  shall  forfeit  and  pay 
the  sum  of  fifty  dollars  for  each  offence. 

Sect.  14.  The  said  commissioners,  the  mayor  and  alder- 
men, and  chief  of  police  or  city  marshal  of  any  city,  the  select- 
men of  any  town,  and  the  constable  of  the  Commonwealth,  or 
any  police  officer,  deputy-constable  or  constable  specially  author- 
ized by  them,  may  at  any  time  enter  upon  the  premises  of  any 
persons  licensed  under  this  act,  to  ascertain  the  manner  in  which 
such  persons  conduct  their  business,  and  to  preserve  order 
therein.  And  such  officers  may  at  any  time  take  samples  for 
analysis  from  any  liquors  kept  by  such  licensed  persons ;  and  in 
case  said  liquors  are  found  to  be  pure  or  of  good  quality,  the 
expense  of  such  analysis  shall  be  pidd  by  the  treasurer  of  the 
city  or  town  whose  officers  demanded  the  analysis ;  but  if  such 
liquors  are  found  to  be  impure  or  of  bad  quality,  the  expense  of 
the  analysis  shall  be  paid  by  the  licensed  person,  and  may  be 
recovered  upon  a  complaint  made  by  the  treasurer  of  the  city 
or  town  in  which  said  samples  were  taken,  against  such  licensed 
person,  who  shall  thereupon  forfeit  his  license,  and  shall  not  be 
licensed  again  within  three  years,  and  no  license  shall  be  granted 

89 
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to  be  exercised  on  the  premises  described  in  the  license  so  for-  ' 
feited,  for  the  residue  of  the  term  thereof.  Proceedings  for  the 
recovery  of  the  expense  of  said  analysis,  and  for  the  decree  of 
forfeiture  of  said  license,  may  be  had  before  any  municipal  or 
police  court,  or  any  trial  justice,  and  such  court  or  justice  may 
also  order  such  liquors,  found  to  be  impure  or  of  bad  quality,  to 
be  destroyed. 

Sect.  15.  When  any  person,  by  the  exoessive  use  of  intox- 
icating liquor,  injures  his  health,  exposes  his  family  to  want  or 
violence,  or  the  city  or  town  of  his  settlement  to  expense,  the 
mayor  and  aldermen  and  the  selectmen  of  such  dty  or  town, 
shall,  in  writing,  forbid  any  licensed  person  to  sell  or  deliver  to 
him  any  such  liquor,  for  the  residue  of  the  year  of  his  license ; 
and  they  may,  in  like  manner,  forbid  any  person  licensed  in  any 
other  city  or  town,  to  sell  or  deliver  such  liquor  to  such  person, 
during  the  time  aforesaid;  and  said  prohibition  shall  be  re- 
corded by  the  city  or  town  clerk,  in  a  record-book  of  sud  city 
or  town,  and  the  mayor  and  aldermen  and  selectmen  shall,  in 
like  manner,  from  year  to  year,  renew  such  prohibition,  as  to 
such  persons  as,  in  their  opinion,  shall  not  have  reformed. 

Sect.  16.  No  person  during  the  time  of  such  prohibition, 
and  having  notice  thereof  whether  by  the  official  notice  afore- 
said or  otherwise,  shall  give  or  sell  to,  or  purchase  or  procure 
for  or  in  behalf  o^  any  such  prohibited  person,  any  intoxicating 
liquor. 

Sect.  17.  A  married  woman  may  have  an  action  of  tort  m 
her  own  name,  against  any  person  who  has  sold  or  given  to,  or 
purchased  or  procured  for  her  husband  any  liquors,  in  violation 
of  the  two  preceding  sections,  and  may  recover  compensation 
for  any  loss  or  injury  accruing  to  her  thereby,  and  whatever  she 
may  recover  shall  be  her  own  property ;  and  any  child  of  a  per- 
son living  with  and  dependent  in  whole  or  in  part  upon  said 
person  to  or  for  whom  any  liquor  may  have  been  sold,  given, 
purchased  or  procured,  in  violation  of  the  two  preceding  sections, 
may  have  a  like  action  in  his  own  name,  or,  if  a  minor,  in  the 
name  of  his  guardian  or  next  fnend,  and  may  recover  compen- 
sation for  any  loss  or  injury  accruing  to  him  thereby,  and  what- 
ever  may  be  recovered  shall  be  his  own  property.  And  any 
person  may  have  a  like  action  to  recover  ocnnpensation  for  any 
loss  or  injury  aocniing  to  him  by  means  of  any  such  sale,  gift, 
purchase  or  transfer,  in  violation  of  the  two  preceding  sections. 
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Sect.  18.  Any  person  convicted  of  a  violation  of  any  of  the 
provisions  of  this  act,  shall  be  pnnished  by  a  fine  not  less 
than  fifty  nor  exceeding  five  hundred  dollars,  and  confinement 
at  hard  labor  in  the  house  of  correction  not  exceeding  six 
months :  provided^  the  court  may  in  all  cases  inflict  the  punish- 
ment of  the  ^ne  without  imprisonment,  or  imprisonment  with- 
out  the  fine,  or  both,  at  its  discretion.  Any  licensed  person  so 
convicted  shall,  in  addition  to  sidd  penalties,  forfeit  his  license, 
and  shall  not  again  be  licensed  for  the  period  of  one  year  after 
the  expiration  of  the  term  of  his  license ;  and  no  license  shall 
be  granted  to  any  person  under  this  act  to  be  exercised  on  the 
premises  described  in  the  said  forfeited  license  during  the  residue 
of  the  term  thereof. 

Sect.  19.  If  a  violation  of  the  terms  or  provisions  of  this 
act  shall  be  committed  on  the  premises  in  which  a  license  is  au- 
thorized to  be  exercised,  the  licensee  shall  forfeit  his  license, 
unless  he  shall  satisfy  the  authorities  having  to  revoke  the  same 
or  to  decree  it  forfeit,  that  the  violation  took  place  without  his 
knowledge  and  against  his  will,  and  that  he  had  used  due  care 
and  diligence  to  prevent  the  occurrence  thereof.  In  case  of  a 
violation  of  any  of  the  terms  of  the  license,  or  of  any  of  the 
provisions  of  this  act,  the  license  may  be  revoked  by  the  com- 
missioners, as  provided  in  this  act,  or  it  may  be  decreed  forfeit, 
as  part  of  the  judicial  decree  or  judgment  where  proceedings 
are  had  before  any  court  or  justice  for  any  other  purpose  named 
in  this  act,  and  the  pendency  of  such  proceedings  shall  not  sus- 
pend or  interfere  with  the  authority  of  the  commissioners  to 
revoke  the  same. 

Sect.  20.  The  delivery  of  intoxicating  liquor  in  or  fix>m  any 
building,  booth,  stand  or  other  place,  except  a  private  dwelling- 
house,  or  in  or  firom  any  private  dwelling-house,  if  any  part 
thereof  or  its  dependencies  is  used  as  an  inn,  eating-house  or 
shop  of  any  kind,  or  other  place  'of  common  resort, — such  de- 
livery in  either  case  being  to  any  person  not  bona  fide  a  resident 
therein, — shall  be  prima  fade  evidence  that  such  delivery  is  a 
Bale  of  intoxicating  liquors. 

Sect.  21.  The  terms  intoxicating  liquors  or  liquors  in  this 
act  shall  be  construed  to  include  ale^  porter,  strong  beer,  lager 
beer,  cider  and  all  wines,  as  well  as  distilled  spirits. 

Sect.  22.  The  municipal  courts  of  any  city,  trial  justices  in 
their  respective  counties,  and  police  courts  within  their  districts. 
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shall^have  juriBdiction  concurrent  with  the  superior  court  over 
all  yiolations  of  the  provisionB  of  this  act. 

Sect.  23.  This  act  shall  not  affect  any  prosecution  pending 
or  smy  liability  or  penalty  incurred  for  any  offence  committed 
prior  to  the  time  when  this  act  shall  take  effect. 

Sect.  24.  The  one  hundred  and  forty-first  chapter  of  the 
acts  of  the  year  eighteen  hundred  and  sixty-eight,  and  all  acts 
in  addition  thereto,  are  hereby  repealed. 

Sect.  25.  This  act  shall  take  effect  on  the  first  day  of  May 
next.
